Darley 
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Regional stars Leatherbury, Xtra Heat, Antley 
among national Hall of Fame inductees 



T he Md-Atlantic racing community 
wiU be headed north this summer as 
three inductees with strong ties to 
the region will join the National Museum 
of Racing’s Hall of Fame Friday, Aug. 7 in 
voting announced in April. 

Trainer King Leatherbury, a hfelong 
Marylander and longtime leader among 
the state’s trainers, carries 6,454 wins (and 
counting) into the HaU in a career that 
began in 1959 and took him to fourth on 
the all-time victory hst. 

Jockey Chris Andey, who grew up in 
EUoree, S.C., goes in with 3,480 wins in a 
career that ended too soon with his death 
at 34 in 2000. Andey, a regular in the 
region’s jockey colony in the 1980s, rode 
his first winner at Pimlico in 1983. 

Maryland-based sprinting dynamo Xtra 
Heat, trained by John Sal 2 man Sr. for 
owners Ken Taylor and Harry Deitchman, 
won 26 of her 35 career starts and earned 
more than |2.3 million while winning the 
Echpse Award as champion 3-year-old 
filly of 2001. 

The Mid-Adantic trio wiU be joined by 
California-bred Lava Man, who won 17 
races and more than $5.2 million. 

The contemporary inductees were 
chosen from a nationwide voting panel of 
180 racing writers, broadcasters, industry 


officials and historians from a group of 
10 finalists selected by the Hall of Fame’s 
nominating committee. The top four vote- 
getters among the finalists are elected. 

Leatherbury’s career is well- 
documented, though he had been 
overlooked by the Hall’s nominating 
committee because of his primarily local 
success. The 82-year-old has won 52 
training tides in Maryland (26 each at 
Pimlico and Laurel) and four at Delaware 
Park. He led aU North American trainers 
in wins in 1977 and 1978 and won 300 or 
more races each year from 1975 through 
1978. He ranked in the top three in North 
American wins each year from 1975 
through 1980 and has finished in the 
top 10 nationally in wins 18 times and in 
earnings four times. 

The HaU of Fame is the industry’s 
highest honor, a goal of many, and 
Leatherbury feels honored to be 
included—though he didn’t campaign or 
even consider it a possibility. 

“I look back at all the awards and titles 
and honors I’ve gotten, it’s more than 
any one person could ever dream of,” he 
said in May. ‘Tt was reaUy a nice thing to 
get. If I hadn’t have gotten it I wouldn’t 
have worried about it too much. I had 
a lot of supporters, and it’s ama 2 ing the 


people who have called me and written 
me letters.” 

Leatherbury’s horses have won 23 
graded stakes races and 153 overaU stakes, 
and piled up career earnings of more than 
$63 million. In 1987, Leatherbury won 
the Grade 1 Hempstead Handicap with 
Catatonic and in 1994 he won the Grade 
1 Philip H. IseUn Handicap with Taking 
Risks. Other top winners trained by 
Leatherbury include Ah Day (winner of 
10 stakes) and Thirty Eight Paces (winner 
of six stakes). 

A current Leatherbury runner-four- 
time Maryland-bred Horse of the Year 
Ben’s Cat-played a big part in the HaU of 
Fame nod. 

‘‘No question he kept my name in 
the headUnes and without him I’d just be 
a trainer that’s won a lot of races,” said 
Leatherbury of the homebred. “Some 
of the criticisms against me were that 
‘Sure he’s won a lot of races, but he’s not 
competing in the top level of racing.’ That 
was true. I could understand and agreed 
with it. Ben was and is competing at the 
top level though.” 

Antley was inducted on his third 
appearance on the ballot, fueled by a 
blur of success that took him from 
EUoree Training Center to the nation’s 
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Whoop!

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biggest races in about 20 years. He led 
the country by wins in 1985, two years 
after booting home his first winner. He 
won the Kentucky Derby-Gl twice—with 
Strike the Gold in 1991 and Charismatic 
in 1999, He added the Preakness-Gl with 
Charismatic, 

The Florida native rode the earners 
of more than $92 million, and won 127 
graded stakes and 293 overall stakes, 
Antley ranked in the top 10 nationally in 
wins each year from 1984-87 and was the 
leading rider at Monmouth Park in 1984, 
1985 and 1986, He led the New York 
circuit with 234 wins in 1989 and was the 
leading rider at Saratoga in 1990, 

On Oct, 31, 1987, Antiey won nine 
races when he had four victories at 
Aqueduct and five at the Meadowlands, 
He also had a streak of 64 consecutive 
days with at least one win in 1989, 

Xtra Heat sold for just $5,000 to 
Salzman, Taylor and Deitchman, but 


reached dreamy heights thanks to a 
mix of speed, grit and longevity. The 
Kentucky-bred broke her maiden for a 
$25,000 claiming price at Laurel in 2000, 
She got better from there, winning her 
next five starts before finishing 10th in the 
Breeders’ Cup Juvenile FiUies-Gl, In her 
championship season, she won nine of 13 
starts-aU stakes. She closed the year with 
two starts against males: a second in the 
Breeders’ Cup Sprint-Gl and a third in 
the De Francis Dash-Gl, 

The daughter of Dixieland Heat 
and the Hatchet Man mare Begin won 
26 races, aU but one of them a stakes, 
captured 11 graded stakes and put 
together two six-race winning streaks, 

Salzman called Xtra Heat his horse of 
a hfetime, 

“I’ve had some nice horses, but 
nothing like her,” he said, “She passed 
aU of them. No comparison. Not even 
close,” 


Salzman recalled the day he picked 
her out at Timonium with a nod toward 
habit, hard work, a little bit of luck and 
ultimately a horse that caught his eye. 

He only had to bid $5,000, but would-be 
underbidders still teU him how close they 
were to raising their hands, 

“I always stand in the back at that sale 
and I buy horses that come through there 
that I like the conformation on,” he said, 
“She fit the criteria. She ran downhill 
and looked like she could run and be a 
productive horse, 

“She did everything you asked,” 

The induction ceremony starts at 10:30

Fair Hill’s first foal a real Maryland-bred

T rainer Chuck Lawrence hves in 
Pennyslvania, has been on the 
Pennsylvania Horse Breeders 
Association board of directors and has 
raised several Pennsylvania-breds from 
a small operation. 

But he wanted a Maryland-bred, 
Lawrence and his wife Beth moved 
the mare Oyez Oyez from their small 
farm in Lewisville 3 miles to their 
barn at Fair Hill Training Center in 
Maryland, A month later the daughter 
of Makin produced a fiUy by Orientate, 
the first foal born at the training center 
(as best anyone can teU), The blessed 
event occurred April 3 and stirred up 
plenty of attention-especially from 
the racehorses down the shedrow 
and visitors who spied mother and 
daughter in a round pen. 

Though the move was planned, a 
few other details were not, 

“The mare started bagging up a 
month early so she came (to Fair Hill) 
sooner than we wanted, but she was 
pretty good about it and I had a stall,” 
said Chuck, 

He turned one of his barn security 
cameras on the stall so they could watch 
the mare from home and she delivered the 
foal about 8 p,m. Now a family tradition. 


Chuck, Beth and their children Chace (6) 
and Ashby (4) were on hand for the birth 
along with 20 or so racehorses around the 
barn, 

“The horses were pretty interested 
once the filly got here,” said Chuck, who 
put up a feed-bag curtain for some privacy 


between stalls. The filly’s legs were 
underdeveloped in the first few days 
so veterinarians recommended she stay 
put, which meant an extra two weeks 
at the training center before going to 
the farm. 

The Lawrences had plenty of 
practical reasons for the impractical 
foahng location, even if they have 
strong ties to the Pennsylvania 
program through successful 
homebreds Makin Peace, Pixie Dust 
and some others, 

“The Pennsylvania program has 
been awesome to me, but we only 
foal one or two mares a year,” said 
Chuck, “When I was on the board 
every meeting was consumed with the 
legislature trying to take the money. 
We’d sit there and hsten to people teU 
us our job was to educate anybody 
that would listen about the owners, the 
breeders, the trainers, all the jobs. It 
was such a constant thing, 

“Now the Maryland program, 
compared to where it was 10 years 
ago, has improved so much. Even the 
legislature is more horse-oriented because 
of the Preakness and because of the 
tightness of racing in the state,”

Down Town Allen 
put down due to injury 

W est Virginia-bred heroine Down Town Allen, injured in the Original 
Gold Stakes April 18 at Charles Town, was euthanized May 11 due 
to comphcations from surgery to repair a torn suspensory ligament. 
Owner/trainer/breeder John Casey said the surgery went well and that 
veterinarians had removed a cast the previous week. 

‘There were complications, we tried to help her because she was so 
important to us but it’s hard sometimes,” Casey said. “If we could have 
kept her off [her injured left front leg] it might have healed, but we 
couldn’t.” 

Down Town Allen, a daughter of Windsor Castle and the Roy mare 
Like Down Town, won 25 of her 42 starts and earned $1,029,387, while 
racing from 2009 through one start in 2015 at age 8. All but four of her 
starts-and 24 of her wins-came at Charles Town, where she was a fan 
favorite. Coming into the Original Gold, she’d won her last 14 starts at her 
home track dating to June 2012. Career highlights included two wins in the 
West Virginia Jefferson Security Bank “Cavada” Breeders Classic and four 
in the Sadie Hawkins Stakes. 

When she wasn’t racing, Down Town AQen carried her namesake Allen 
Casey (son of John and girlfriend Kristy Petty) in local lead-line classes. 

“She was a good racehorse one day and a kid’s riding horse the next,” 
said John Casey. “We race thousands of horses and there won’t ever be 
another one like that. She was a once-in-a-hfetime kind of horse.”

For 77-year-old John Mazza, slowing 
down’s not an option: John Mazza is 
in his seventh decade of working with 
Thoroughbred race horses and he’s not 
slowing down, reports Jim Hague.

PENSIONER ON PARADE by Maggie Kimmitt 



O n the last Friday in April, Regina 
Welsh took an impromptu stroll 
down Memory Lane. Walking the 
Maryland Hunt Cup course with rider 
Diana Gillam, Welsh was transported back 
to the same spot 11 years earlier-the day 
before she saddled Bug River to the first 
of two Hunt Cup wins. That accomplish¬ 
ment is a highlight in any career, but to 
a 28-year-old trainer of just one horse, it 
was a defining moment. 

“He wasn’t fancy,” Welsh said. “He was 
just the total stealth underdog.” 

Fancy is as fancy does. Mike Hankin 
originally purchased the son of Polish 
Numbers and the Pilot Ship mare Bug 
Eyed Betty as a foxhunter. Bug River ran 
on the flat for two seasons for breeder 
Thomas Bateman’s B.E.B. Stable and 
trainer Dickie Small, with allowance wins 
and stakes placings. When Bug River 
began to tail off toward the end of his 
3-year-old season, his connections cast out 
nets for a second career. 

“Edeen Poole had started him jumping,” 
Welsh said, “and Ann Stewart thought he 
would be a great hunter for Mike.” 


He was. So much so that Welsh and 
Hankin decided to take a shot at running 
the gelding over jumps. 

Before going to work for Hankin, 
Welsh had put in time with several of the 
household names in jump racing: Bruce 
Fenwick, Jay Griswold, BiUy Meister, 
Bruce Miller and Jack Fisher among them. 
She had her trainer’s license, and had a 
great deal of faith in Bug River. 

His first start over timber came in 
September 2001, a second at Shawan 
Downs. He failed to finish his next four 
starts, pulling up for various reasons. 
Welsh was frequently told Bug River 
“made a weird noise” and had wind 
problems. Treadmills and scopes revealed 
nothing. 

There were mishaps and near-misses. 
Riding Bug River at Shawan Downs in 
2002, Chip Miller went off course in a 
race they were leading. Hankin recalled 
a more serious incident where a sphnter 
from a timber fence stuck in one of Bug 
River’s hind legs. 

“That was the way it was for the first 
few years,” said the owner. “Nothing 


seemed to go right and we could never get 
him to settle down in a race. It was Blair 
Waterman’s (now Wyatt) riding style and 
patience that figured him out and helped 
him to relax in a race. At that point, his 
jumping ability-I think he hit one fence 
out of 88 in his four Maryland Hunt Cup 
races-and huge heart took over.” 

With Wyatt now a member of the team, 
Welsh figured out that Bug River’s primary 
problem was anxiety. While male riders 
had trouble holding him, Wyatt rode him 
in a straight happy-mouth bit. He hated a 
rider picking up the reins, so Wyatt let him 
have his head. 

“By then I had figured out that if you 
dropped him out the back door, he just 
kind of followed behind like no big deal,” 
Welsh said. “But as soon as he hooked up 
with another horse, he was gone. So you’d 
better be ready to finish the race, because 
he was going to go all out.” 

In the end, it was a woman’s touch that 
did the trick with Bug River. He and Wyatt 
won the Murray Memorial on the Grand 
National card in 2004 and coasted into the 
following Saturday’s Hunt Cup on a high 
note. As planned, Wyatt let the rest of 
the field go on ahead for the first 3 miles 
or so, and Bug River 2 enned out behind. 
Settling comfortably off the leaders, they 
drew even three fences out. She picked up 
the narrative from there: 

“We flew the 16th and then just started 
galloping on top. We jumped the 17th, 
and I knew I was going well and some of 
them were struggling. Then galloping to 
the 18th, Patrick Smithwick was out there 
in the middle of that field yelling ‘Go on 
Blair, wake him up!’ I’ll never forget that; 
it really stood out. He was just so random 
out there aU by himself.” 

Wake him up she did, and they 
powered away to win by 11 lengths. It was 
Wyatt’s first—and so far only—Hunt Cup 
win. 

“I’d never had a Hunt Cup runner. 

I’d had horses in the Grand National 
before,” Welsh said. “I knew the race 
very well, timber trainers were all I’d 
been surrounded by my whole racehorse 
career. We just went for it. And it was 
unbelievable. All my friends were there, 
Mike’s business associates, people who 
knew Blair. I’ve never heard a crowd go so 
crazy before.” 

The ladies in Bug River’s life were 
nothing if not devoted to the quirky 
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bay. Welsh went to great measures to ward off his worry and to 
keep his troublesome feet together. For the next four years, she 
employed swimming, acupuncmre, massage and any therapy that 
would keep the horse comfortably pointing forward. 

‘‘My assistant at the office became very good at chasing down 
a special shoe or magnetic healing device,” added Hankin, now 
an executive with Brown Advisory. 

Before Bug River’s Hunt Cup appearances-he ran four 
consecutive years from 2004-07 -Welsh would take him for an 
evening trailer ride and feed him on the Hunt Cup course. On 
race day, she would always commute the back route through 
Sagamore Farm so that her horse never saw the crowds, 
commotion or flags. 

Bug River and Wyatt returned to defend their tide in 2005 
but were bested by a half-length by Make Me a Champ. In 2006, 
Wyatt was sidehned by a head injury when they fell at the Green 
Spring VaUey Point-to-Point. 

“I put him on the ground; it was all my fault,” she said. “And 
I hit my head as I always did. I don’t think I rode for the rest of 
that spring.” 

Welsh tapped Chris Gracie, then a teenager, to sub for Wyatt 
in that year’s Hunt Cup. Following instructions, he coasted 
behind the field, waiting until the 19th fence to rally. Bug River 
got past Ivorgorian, who fell at the 21st, and beat Rosbrian (Ire) 
by a head to complete a second Hunt Cup win. 

Team Bug River was intact again in 2007, with Wyatt and 
the tenacious bay engaging in a battle with eventual winner The 
Bruce (NZ). Bug River and Lear Charm dead-heated for second. 
Welsh and Hankin planned to go to the well for a fifth time in 
2008. With new mother Wyatt on maternity leave, Chris Read 
had the mount on Bug River. 

“One of the saddest days of my Hfe was Hunt Cup morning 
2008,” Welsh said. “Chris got on great with him. But that 
morning. Bugs was really unsound. I would always ride him the 
morning of a race. I’d get on him and make a few little jog loops 
around the field near the barn. I knew he would never pass the 
vet. But he would have still run, even though he was lame. That 
was the last time I ever sat on him. He was retired right then.” 

Bug River was 15. His professional career had spanned 13 
years with 33 starts, $202,288 earned and a record of 6-9-1. Now 
22, he stiU has the same stall at Hankin’s Butler, Md., farm in a 
barn he shares with another retired timber veteran. Battle Op. 

“Bug River is doing well in retirement,” Hankin said, “He was 
our introduction to the sport-both the highs and the lows. But, 
winning two Maryland Hunt Cups and coming in second twice 
could not have been more exciting.” 

Welsh agreed. 

“I don’t think I could have asked for a better Hunt Cup horse 
to train. It was stressful and difficult; keeping him sound was 
very hard. But Bugs has more heart than any human I know. I 
started running myself around 2003, It was so hard when I 
first started, but it got easier and easier as I kept doing it. And 
I would always think of Bugs if I was struggling. He would just 
pour it on at the end even when he was totally done. And he is 
stiU an inspiration for me.” ^

The King 
finally gets 
his crown 


K ing T. Leatherbury didn’t hesitate, 
didn’t take a deep breath and think 
about it, didn’t even blink for all I 
know. He’s that quick. 

‘‘I got the call, and I demanded a 
recount,” he said when asked about his 
initial reaction to getting tapped for induc¬ 
tion to the National Museum of Racing’s 
HaU of Fame. 

That’s Leatherbury, whose wit will wow 
the official induction ceremony in Saratoga 
Springs, N.Y., Aug. 7. The man can teU a 
story. Set up a joke. Spin a tale. He can 
also train a horse, as he’s done since 1959. 
Nearly 6,500 wins later, he joins Thor¬ 
oughbred racing’s elite in the HaU. 

Not that he’s blown away by it. 

After his self-depracating one-hner, 
Leatherbury said he was humbled and 
appreciative of the honor but took it a 
step further. 

Each achievement, award, accolade, 
championship, recognition and victory to 
come his way meant something to the 
82-year-old Baltimore native. 

Leatherbury said asking for anything 
beyond that would have been greedy. And 
he’s not greedy. To expect more than aU 
those race wins, 52 training championships 
in Maryland, instant name recognition at 
any Mid-Atlantic racetrack, star horses Uke 
Taking Risks and Ben’s Cat and Ah Day 
and Thirty Eight Paces would have been 
a step too far. 

The HaU of Fame? Leatherbury is as 
proud of winning races when the barn 
was ‘TeaUy knocking them off” every day 
at Laurel, PimUco, Bowie, Delaware Park 
in the mid-1970s. ‘‘Chris McCarron, Chris 
McCarron, Chris McCarron . . . win by 5, 
win by 6, win by 4, win, win, win; it looked 
so easy back then,” he said, mentaUy going 
through a coUection of win photos. 

The horses were weU-spotted, weU-pre- 
pared. “We won five in one day five times. 
One of those times it was six because we 
sent a horse to Chicago and he won.” 


Decades after success Uke that, Leather¬ 
bury joins the HaU of Fame for two 
reasons. 

First, the numbers stood the test of 
time. Leatherbury is fourth on the aU-time 
victory hst among trainers with 6,454 wins 
through May 6. It’s a staggering figure and 
always wUl be. He’s won nearly 2,000 more 
races than HaU of Famers D. Wayne Lukas 
and BUI Mott and is almost 3,000 ahead 
of another Hall of Famer and old rival 
Bud Delp. 

Second, Ben’s Cat came into the world. 
Bred, owned and trained by Leatherbury, 
the turf sprinter put the trainer back in 
the winner’s circle, back in the news, back 
in racing conversations in Maryland and 
beyond. Still going this year at 9, Ben’s Cat 
has won 28 races and earned more than 
$2.3 million (and counting). In his prime, 
which may not have ended just yet, he was 
as good at what he did as any horse in the 
country. 

Together, the numbers and the horse 
overwhelmed the “local trainer” tag on 
Leatherbury when it came to HaU of Fame 
consideration. Despite fits of momen¬ 
tum, he struggled to make the ballot put 
forward by the HaU’s nominating com¬ 
mittee. Last year in this space, I compared 
Leatherbury’s career to that of Northern 
CaUfornia-based Jerry HoUendorfer. He 
won scads of races for decades, but didn’t 
reaUy garner HaU of Fame consideration 
until champion BUnd Luck came along in 
2010. HoUendorfer was inducted in 2011. 

And now it’s Leatherbury’s turn. 

Not that he’U brag about it. The honor 
is as much for everyone else as it is him - 
for his famUy, his assistants, his barn help, 
the racing office, all those jockeys who 
rode for him, every other trainer on the 
Laurel Park backside and the racegoers 
who cheered home orange-clad horses at a 
Mid-Atlantic racetrack.

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C harles Town doesn’t give anything away. This is a place that 
opened during the Great Depression, for winter racing. This is 
a place where future EngUsh Grand National winner Jay Trump 
nearly died after jumping the inside rail during morning training. This is a 
place where in the 1980s fans booed any horse with the temerity to look 
local hero Onion Juice in the eye.

And, now, Charles Town is the place 
Shared Behef lost. 

The world’s best racehorse-according 
to the Longines international rankings sys¬ 
tem-shipped to West Virginia for the $1.5 
miUion Charles Town Classic-G2 April 18 
and wound up leaving in the horse ambu¬ 
lance with a fractured hip. The result had 
nothing to do with Charles Town, and 
more to do with happenstance, but never¬ 
theless dampened a bright, cheery, warm 
day at the races. Management moved its 
signature race to dayhght hours for its sev¬ 
enth running, and got paid back with a 
strong field, a record handle figure and an 
enthusiastic crowd. 

Southern Equine Stable’s Moreno 
walked off with $852,000 in purse money 
by adding another determined effort to his 
career list. The 5-year-old gelding came in 
with just three wins in 25 starts, but one 
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Flowers decorated the winner of the seventh Charles Town Classic. Trainer Eric Gulllot (center) 
celebrates with his son Eric Jr. and jockey Cornello Velasquez afterward.

victory came in the Grade 1 Whitney last 
summer at Saratoga. He’d also finished sec¬ 
ond or third another 12 times and placed in 
such races as the Travers-Gl, Pennsylvania 
Derby-G2, Suburban-G2, Woodward-Gl 
and Santa Anita Handicap-Gl. 

Trainer Eric Guillot sent Moreno to 
Charles Town last year and he wound up 
third after jumping shadows from the light 
poles. Otherwise, the son of Ghostzapper 
loved the place. He races on or near the 
lead early in his races, wears bhnkers and 
can be a ‘looky-loo” according to his 
Louisiana-born trainer. While taking some 
horses out of their games, Charles Town’s 
6-furlong oval is different enough to keep 
Moreno focused. 

“You take Shared Behef out, and 
[Moreno] is the best horse in the race,” 
Guillot said. “Bullrings are notorious for 
speed. I told [owner Mike Moreno], it’s an 
eighth-of-a-mile stretch, if we have any 
chance of beating Shared Belief, it’s here. 
Moreno won’t know where the wire is, he’ll 
just come off that turn and keep going. 
Where am I? Am I working in the morn¬ 
ing, or what?’ ” 

The 7-1 third choice in a field of nine, 
Moreno let longshot Warrioroftheroses 
set the early fractions, but took control 
after a half-mile in :47.18 and was never 
challenged while winning by 2 lengths for 
jockey Corneho Velasquez. Last year’s win¬ 
ner Imperative, dismissed at 31-1, finished 
second with multiple Mid-Atlantic stakes 
winner Page McKenney, 33-1, third. 

Sent off at a little more than 1-5, Shared 
Belief shpped and stumbled leaving the 
gate to end up last, gathered himself and 


passed one horse by the first time through 
the stretch but was pulled up on the back¬ 
side by jockey Mike Smith. Veterinarians 
diagnosed swelling around his right stifle 
at first and a scan later revealed a fractured 
right hip. 

Shared Belief would have had to run to 
catch Moreno, who covered the distance in 
1:48.81 to break Researcher’s track record 
by almost a second. Bred in Kentucky by 
Southern Equine, the winner needed 10 
starts to break his maiden but has run in 
nothing but graded stakes since. He passed 
$2.9 million in career earnings with the 
Charles Town score. 

The victory helped ease some of the 
sting of a tough end to the 2014 season, 
where Moreno lost aU chance when caught 
up in the melee at the start of the Breeders’ 
Cup Classic-Gl. 

Moreno had off-season ankle surgery 
to remove three chips, and launched his 
2015 campaign in the Grade 1 Santa Anita 
Handicap going 1/4 miles March 7. He 
led throughout, but got passed by Shared 
Belief in the stretch and settled for sec¬ 
ond. Three weeks later, at Fair Grounds 
in New Orleans, Moreno shortened up a 
furlong and finished third-beaten a half- 
length—in the New Orleans Handicap-G2. 

Then came Charles Town, a win and 
some crowing from his talkative trainer. 

“Look at his form, go back and look— 
did I dodge any of the dances last year?” 
Guillot said. “He’s well-bred, he’s a good 
horse.” 

That pedigree does add some strength, 
as he’s by Horse of the Year Ghostzapper 
out of the unraced Danceinthe sunlight, a

daughter of Horse of the Year A.P. Indy and 
Canadian champion Dancethruthedawn. 

Ask Guillot for more reasons and he’ll 
talk about spider bandages, iron, hemoglo¬ 
bin, Cajun horsemanship, a little voodoo 
and who knows what else. Otherwise, it’s 
pretty simple. 

“I don’t over-train him,” Guillot said. “I 
never drain the gas tank. I put back in what 
I take out.” 

And Moreno gives it back. ^

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Despite injury to star Shared Beliet, 
Charles Town Classic proves its value

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I f people plan and God laughs, then racing executives plan and the racing 
I gods guffaw. 

Nobody was laughing at Charles Town April 18 when Shared Belief 
was stunningly pulled up on the backstretch, just a few furlongs into 
his first race outside of California. The connections of the marquee 
horse—co-ranked No. 1 in the world by the International Federation of 
Horseracing Authorities—had chosen West Virginia for the 4-year-old 
gelding’s first start outside the Pacific time ^one, and while the $1.5 million. 
Grade 2 Charles Town Classic had attracted a respectable field of graded 
stakes winners, none appeared to pose a significant threat to the horse 
whose only loss had come after a compromised break in the Breeders’ Cup 
Classic-Gl last year. 



































































Whether Shared Behef would have 
weathered the cross-country trip or wheth¬ 
er Charles Town’s 6-furlong track would 
have stymied him is something fans can 
only hope to get a chance to see next year. 
Diagnosed with a hip fracmre in the days 
after the race, he is expected to recover and 
will be sidelined for several months. 

Shared Belief’s failure to compete was a 
blow to those who had worked to bring a 
horse of his stature to the Classic. Racing 
executives at Charles Town had set their 
sights on the three biggest names in the 
handicap division-Cahfornia Chrome, 
Bayern and Shared Belief -offering finan¬ 
cial bonuses for horses with previous 
Grade 1 wins. 

Though neither California Chrome nor 
Bayern showed up. Shared Belief on his 
own was nothing short of a coup. Widely 
considered the best horse in training in the 
United States, the horse also boasts super- 
star ownership, with national sports radio 
host Jim Rome one of the members of the 
partnership. 

That those partners and trainer Jerry 
Hollendorfer would elect to send their 
horse at aU is a testament to the race’s 
heightened profile, due in no small part to 
Erich Zimny, the track’s director of racing 
operations. 

In the six years since its inception, the 
Classic has seen its vital statistics-its purse 
and its grade-increase, along with its pro¬ 
file. Inaugurated in 2009 as an ungraded 
stakes with a tiered purse that began at 
$500,000, the race has become worth as 
much or more as Grade 1 races at higher- 
profile tracks. 

“Our goal was initially to get this race 
graded,” said Chris McErlean, vice presi¬ 
dent of Penn National Gaming, which 
owns Charles Town and the adjacent casi¬ 
no. “And after this running, it’s probably in 
the mix with the Grade 1 handicap races. 
Hopefully the graded stakes committee 
win recogni 2 e that. We have more graded 
stakes winners in the field for the Charles 
Town Classic than were in the [Grade 1] 
Santa Anita Handicap.” 

This year’s Classic attracted nine run¬ 
ners, six of them graded stakes winners, 
aU but two from outside the region. Yet 
while it seemed almost certain that most 
of the $1.5 million purse would leave in the 
pockets of invaders’ connections, the day 
nonetheless is seen as a boon, financial and 
otherwise, to the local community. 

Handle for the whole card set a new 
record for the track: the $4,847,105 beat 
the previous record, set in 2013, by 10.2 
percent. The Classic itself attracted 
$2,423,782 in wagers, with $621,535 of the 
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total $692,110 in the show pool wagered 
on Shared Belief. 

And while the minimum payout for a 
show bet at most tracks is $2.10, at Charles 
Town ifs $2.20, which led track officials to 
briefly ponder whether they should offer 
show betting at all, despite the field of 
nine horses. 

‘‘Having to pay a $2.20 minimum 
changes things significandy,’’ said Zimny. 
“It pays double any other jurisdiction's 
ROI for a show bet, so it's a tricky situa¬ 
tion." 

“People wiU bet [to show] on Charles 
Town," said Trevor Hewick, a former 
member of the board of the Charles Town 
Horsemen's Benevolent and Protective 
Association, “because they know they 
guarantee 10 percent on the money." 

Very real fears of a minus pool were 
allayed when Shared Belief finished off 
the board. 

Though Hewick is no longer a member 
of the CTHBPA, he still serves as the 
administrator of an unofficial Facebook 
page for the group. As someone who has 
run horses at Charles Town, he supports 
the financial investment in the Classic, as 
long as it serves local horsemen as well as 
the out-of-towners who come in to run. 

“I love it," he said, sitting in a trackside 
box on Classic day. “I think it's good for 
the industry, and I think it's good for this 
track and the community in general. It puts 
us on the map." 

His hope is that the people who watch 
and wager on the track's big day will return 
to bet Charles Town more regularly. 

“The whole idea of this event is to 
get national attention," he said. “That's 
important." 

Also important, he said, is for the 
amount of money invested in the big 
purse—money that could be distributed to 
other purses throughout the year-to lead 
to increased wagering that will result in 
higher day-to-day purses for local horse¬ 
men. 

“If the track doesn't bring in the betting 
and keep us on the map, it hurts us," he 
said. “That's what resident horsemen are 
going to say. Top trainers might say, ‘We 
can do this event for $750,000 instead of 
$1.5 miUion. That's $2 million of our own 
purse money on this day.' I'd say, ‘No, we 
can't,' because you can't get Grade 1 horses 
for that." 

Hewick hoped that the day's handle 
would approach $5 million, an amount he 
said would justify the investment in purses. 

“The bottom hne is that if we're not 
doing well, then we've got to bring the

purse back to a million and go from there/’ 
he said. 

Zimny said that it’s too early to decide 
whether to continue the purse incentives 
for another year, though he pointed out 
that Parx and Monmouth Park use similar 
bonuses. 

“It’s not definite [that the bonuses will 
continue], but it’s under consideration,” 
he said. 

He also noted that handle per each dol¬ 
lar in purses at Charles Town has increased 
about 25 percent over the last five years, 
which he said indicates that the track is 
using purse money more efficiently. 

The day’s total wound up just shy of 
Hewick’s lofty goal of $5 milhon, and 
Zimny called the nearly $2.5 milhon 
wagered on the Classic alone “staggering.” 

As PNGI’s McErlean observed, mov¬ 
ing the race from night to day hkely led 
to increased wagering. Post time for the 
Charles Town Classic in 2013 and 2014 
was at about 10:30 p.m.; this year it was 
6:14, on a Saturday without much competi¬ 
tion from other stakes races and tracks in 
the lull between the final Kentucky Derby 
preparations and the race itself in early May. 

“The nighttime market is a tittle limit¬ 
ing,” said McErlean. ‘We’ve done decent 
handle but thought maybe this was an 
opportunity to expand our market.” 

There had been no pushback, he said, 
from local horsemen about the change in 
schedule. 

Though Charles Town doesn’t release 
attendance figures —admission to the 
track is free—the change to a daytime card 
appeared to have increased the crowd. 
Families were abundant, and one local who 
is a regular track customer said that for the 
first time, she saw people bringing in fold¬ 
ing chairs to set up on the apron to watch 
the races. 


“We would have come day or night,” 
said Tashaya Smith, who said that she lives 
across the street from the track. “Usually 
we see all the same people, but today there 
are a lot of different people here. You 
could tell from the parking lot that the 
crowd was bigger.” 

She also said that while she’d have come 
to the races regardless of who was run¬ 
ning, the presence of Shared Belief “drew 
a tittle extra attention for us to come.” 

That sense was echoed by a number of 
people on the track: the day itself, and not 
the individual horses, is the draw. 

Local residents and horse owners Diana 
and Fred Chin sat at a table on the apron 
with their friend Nancy Hummer. They 
attend Charles Town Classic day regularly 
and this year had a horse running in the 
day’s final race. 

“We’ve been here several times to see 
the big horses,” said Diana, “but more 
to see our Charles Town horses than the 
out-of-town horses. Shared Belief doesn’t 
really matter. It’s really neat to see our 
horses from right here.” 

“We come just about every year,” said 
Hummer. 

“It’s nice to have a crowd tike this,” said 
Fred Chin. “When we came here 14 years 
ago, they had lots of big crowds, especially 
on the weekends. Now it’s a lot smaller 
except for something special, so it’s nice to 
see today.” 

They were also mindful of the effect 
a big day can have on their own interests. 

“Handle will be fantastic,” said Fred. 
“People tike to see good horses and bet on 
good horses.” 

“The big horses bring people in,” Diana 
agreed. “The bigger the purse, the better 
for us.” 

Maren Smith traveled the 60 miles from 
her home in Arlington, Va., with a group 


of friends to celebrate her birthday at the 
track. 

“I’ve been wanting to come to Charles 
Town for a long time,” she said. “I’ve been 
to other racetracks but never here, and 
seeing that Shared Belief was coming defi¬ 
nitely made it the day to come.” 

No doubt Smith, and her friend who 
was live to Shared Belief in the Pick 4, were 
crushed, tike racing fans across the country, 
when jockey Mike Smith pulled up the 
horse; in those moments of uncertainty, 
before Smith came back to say that he’d 
done so out of caution and not because 
of a catastrophic injury, the day that so 
many people had worked so hard to puU 
off seemed on the verge of disaster, par¬ 
ticularly when fans took to social media to 
blame an unsafe track for what happened. 

Several days later, Zimny could be both 
sanguine and philosophical, in no small 
part because Shared Belief’s injury threat¬ 
ened neither the horse’s life nor, in the early 
days, his racing career. 

“Racing people know it wasn’t the 
track,” he said. “Down in the barn area, 
people said the same thing.” 

He could also reflect on the day’s suc¬ 
cesses. 

“We’re happy about the crowd,” he said. 
“It was a significant, significant crowd, 
more than when we raced at night, no 
question. And we got a number of positive 
comments from horses’ connections about 
our hospitality, what we did for the horses, 
how we treated them and their staff. You 
can offer all the money you want, but if 
folks don’t feel taken care of, that doesn’t 
matter.” 

He is also hopeful that what happened 
to Shared Belief won’t have a negative 
effect when he tries to recruit horses for 
next year’s Classic. 

“Game On Dude got beat last year 
under different circumstances,” he said, 
“and Shared Belief’s connections were 
wilting to bring him here this year. Folks 
can see what happened at the start and 
know it had nothing to do with the track’s 
configuration or surface. It could have hap¬ 
pened on a mile straight in Europe.” 

Initially for the best of reasons and later 
for the worst, the focus of the racing world 
on April 18 was on Charles Town, on a 
marquee event in the sunshine, an event 
that has assumed a place of primacy on the 
national racing calendar. 

“This is what racing is aU about,” said 
McErlean, early on the day of the race. 
“Good horses and good racing. That’s 
what sells.” ^ 
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Trainers Praise

Ninety North partnership teams up 
with show rider to create second-career options

B eginning riders, even the most intrepid ones, generally get their 
starts on quiet horses, the barn veterans, the ones used to inex¬ 
perienced equestrians and who sometimes need encouragement 
to undertake anything more ambitious than a leisurely amble. Beginning 
riders don’t generally break their riding maidens on the backs of recently 
retired Thoroughbreds, but don’t teU Kathryn Sharp that. 
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Kathryn Sharp and husband Justin Nicholson catch up with ex-racehorse Bold Hawk at The Covert Farm in Nottingham, Pa. 


A Thoroughbred owner and breeder, 
Sharp and her husband Justin Nicholson 
are Ninety North Racing Stable, an own¬ 
ership group with horses stabled at Fair 
HiU Training Center in Maryland and 
Belmont Park in New York. Formed in 
2011, the parmership is the most recent 
enterprise in Nicholson’s racing career, 
which began when his father started racing 
Thoroughbreds in the 1980s and contin¬ 
ued with AJ Suited, comprising Nicholson, 
his father, and close friends and family. 

Among Ninety North’s standout horses 
is Bold Hawk, now 11 years old. Winner of 
the 2007 Hawthorne Derby-G3, he placed 
in multiple stakes races in a career that 
spanned five years, much of it spent side¬ 
lined with injuries. He finished second in 
his final race, the Red Smith Handicap-G2 
at Aqueduct in November 2011, and he’s 
now Sharp’s riding horse. 

“I caU him the Big Comfy Couch,” said 
Sharp, who only recently started taking les¬ 
sons. “He used to be a terribly aggressive 
horse when he was in training, and now 
he’s so mellow.” 

Bold Hawk lives at Priscilla Godsoe’s 
The Covert Farm in Nottingham, Pa., and 


not far from where Sharp and Nicholson 
live. In addition to the familiar human 
faces of his owners, he’s got some familiar 
equine company, too: former stablemates 
Spiral Stair and Candy Feat, the latter an 
alumnus of AJ Suited. 

“Thoroughbred retirement has been 
something of a priority as long as I’ve been 
involved in racing,” said Nicholson. “We 
had a relationship with New Vocations for 
several years, and we stiU work with them 
on some of our retirees, but the depth of 
our involvement changed when we moved 
to Pennsylvania from New York City a 
couple of years ago.” 

Formerly surrounded by steel and con¬ 
crete, Nicholson and Sharp now dwell in 
the middle of hunt country. Instead of 
yellow cabs streaming by them, fox hunters 
ride past their home, many of them, they 
learned, mounted on Thoroughbreds. 

They met Godsoe at a local event for 
supporters of point-to-point racing; an 
accomplished equestrienne who spends 
her winters in Wellington, Fla., she also re¬ 
trains off-track Thoroughbreds. 

It was, as the saying goes, the beginning 
of a beautiful friendship. 


“In talking to her,” said Nicholson, “we 
realized that we could take the Thorough¬ 
breds that we retire and place them in a 
program with her.” 

Candy Feat and Bold Hawk were the 
first two horses Ninety North placed with 
Godsoe. Both had been involved in an 
April 2012 van accident when shipping 
north from Florida to the stable’s Fair HiU 
base; both horses were retired later that 
year. 

“Justin and Kathryn wanted to make 
sure with those two horses in particular 
that they knew what was happening with 
them,” said Godsoe. “They always want to 
be a part of their hves.” 

Since then, Nicholson and Sharp have 
sent several other retirees to Godsoe: 
Two Months Rent, who followed in 
Bold Hawk’s footsteps by winning the 
Hawthorne Derby, five years to the day 
after his stablemate; Spiral Stair; and Win 
for the Zipper, who had been claimed away 
from AJ Suited in 2012. 

“He was running at Penn National in 
low-level claimers, and we were able to get 
him back after contacting his connections,” 
explained Nicholson.

They are joined by a filly bred by 
Nicholson and Sharp who was born with 
scoliosis and couldn’t take a saddle. 

She’s an otherwise happy, healthy 
horse, playing around,” Nicholson said. 
‘We couldn’t justify putting her down, so 
she’s just a big pet out there.” 

Nicholson and Sharp recognize the 
importance of retiring their horses sound 
enough that they can go on to other 
careers; they’re also happy to foot the bill 
for the time it takes for the horses to let 
down after racing and be re-trained. 

“They get into a program with Priscilla,” 
said Nicholson. “She gives them a couple 
of weeks or a couple of months to let 
down and play in the fields, be horses, 
sociahze.” 

Godsoe called Ninety North a perfect 
client. 

“The greatest thing about Katie and 
Justin,” she said, “is that when they send 
you a horse, you can make the best of 
whatever it is. There’s no rush, no time 
Hmit.” 

That approach gives Godsoe time to 
assess the horses’ abihties and inclinations, 
determining the discipline to which they 


might be best suited. It was she who sug¬ 
gested that Sharp get on Bold Hawk. 

“He’s massive,” said Godsoe. “When 
he came to us, we called him Hawkasaurus, 
because he looks like he’s going to try 
to eat you. And I think because of his 
giant size, people are intimidated by him. 
Especially when they’re fit, their energy 
seems bigger. 

“He came in here with a lot of pres¬ 
ence, and everybody was hke. What are 
you going to do with him?’” 

Though people at the farm at first had 
to be wary of Bold Hawk’s attempts to 
bite, Godsoe saw a “kind look” in his eye 
she was determined to bring out. 

“He was hiding who he really was,” 
she said, which didn’t necessarily convince 
Sharp when Godsoe suggested that she 
ride him. 

“But,” said Godsoe, “he’s really turned 
into one of the sweetest, most trustworthy 
horses I could put anybody on. I think 
that he knows that his job description has 
changed.” 

Though Godsoe herself loves and 
competes show jumpers, she sees Bold 
Hawk as more of a hunter, or possibly 


an equitation horse. Spiral Stair has been 
adopted by a young woman who calls him 
Spy and who created a blog to document 
his transition to eventing. Candy Feat was 
given the honor of carrying the Easter 
Bunny (played by Godsoe) at the 2014 Fair 
HiU Point-to-Point races and is still figur¬ 
ing out what kind of a horse he wants to 
be next. 

Win for the Zipper, whose race record 
(43-2-4-1) isn’t going to impress anyone, 
is getting the post-racing ultra-deluxe spa 
treatment at the farm after a hard-knocking 
racing career, including the best feed and 
chiropractic treatments. 

“He’s the nicest, sweetest thing, and 
he needs some rest and relaxation,” said 
Godsoe. “I think he’ll be a good soul.” 

With the market for off-track Thor¬ 
oughbreds improving, as riders in other 
disciplines recognize their intelligence, ver¬ 
satility and talent, it’s possible that some 
Ninety North horses will be sold to new 
owners or moved on to new homes, where 
they can be ridden regularly and enjoy sec¬ 
ond careers. 

The 17-hand, 2-inch Bold Hawk, for 
instance, could become a viable sales pros¬ 
pect if he shows abihty in retraining. 

And while that financial viability is 
exactly what the aftercare/OTTB move¬ 
ment needs to make itself attractive to 
Thoroughbred owners, it doesn’t come 
without its own costs. 

“I can’t imagine sending them off,” 
admitted Sharp. “They’re part of our fam¬ 
ily, and we want to make sure they end up 
in the right hands.” 

“They just love horses,” said Godsoe 
of the couple. “They get so much joy out 
of them.” 

And, she added, that joy and generosity 
aren’t limited to horses they’ve owned. 

“They’ve helped me rescue some horses 
that needed saving,” said Godsoe. “They’re 
truly amazing. They don’t mind spending 
their money to make a horse feel better, 
even if the horse doesn’t go on to do 
anything.” 

Mindful that they are managers of a syn¬ 
dicate and working with horses purchased 
with their partners’ money. Sharp and 
Nicholson keep their partners informed 
of what’s happening with their runners 
and retirees. 

They have also (hke other Thoroughbred 
owners) begun putting stickers on the 
Jockey Club papers for all of their horses, 
so that wherever the horses end up, the 
owners know that Ninety North whl take 
them back. 

“I feel 110 percent responsible for the 
horses we breed,” said Nicholson, whose 
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Priscilla Godsoe says 
hello to a few more 
ex-racehorses 
on the farm.

partners are not expected to stay invested 
in the horses’ second careers, ‘df you breed 
a horse, you have to be prepared to assist it 
if it needs a home. We do our best with the 
horses we buy, too.” 

He was recently contacted by ReRun, 
an aftercare organization, because a horse 
his father and partners bred in 1989 was 
in need of assistance. A donation was sent 
promptly. 

“She was born when I was 4,” he said. 
“If you’re adding to the horse population. 


you need to do everything you can do pro¬ 
tect them.” 

“The world would be a better place if 
there were more people like them,” said 
Godsoe. 

And perhaps there soon will be, if the 
Ninety North model of racing and retire¬ 
ment can be adopted by more owners. 
The partnership is sponsoring a retire¬ 
ment discussion panel at this year’s Retired 
Racehorse Project Makeover Challenge 
Symposium at Keeneland in October. 


Both Nicholson and Sharp are allergic 
to horses, but that doesn’t stop them from 
spending plenty of time at the barns and 
at the farm; Sharp’s lessons on Bold Hawk 
continue, and she’s started to work on her 
husband to get him in the saddle, too. 

“We continue to be involved with 
retired racehorses in every possible way we 
know how,” she said. “Soon we’U be broke 
with nothing but a band of retired geldings 
to show for it, but what else can you do? At 
least we’ll both be able to ride them.” ^

T wenty-eight days. That’s how early 
Willi’s Sweet Girl went into labor. 
The delivery was quick but com¬ 
plicated, and into the world came a filly 
by Showing Up. She was tiny, nearly bald, 
weak, cold and at risk. 

In a foaling stall at Shamrock Farm in 
Woodbine, Md., Christie Steele rubbed 
the fiUy with a towel, wiped her nose, put 
her in a blanket, got her under heat lamps. 
But the fiUy didn’t reaUy respond, not the 
way most foals do. She didn’t stand, didn’t 
bond with her mother, didn’t instinctively 
start to suck. 

Steele had seen it before. A ‘‘dummy” 
or maladjusted foal falls behind in its 
first hours and requires around-the-clock 
care-bottle feeding, constant attention, a 
visit from a veterinarian and perhaps a trip 
to a clinic for more aggressive treatment. 
Usually, the foal improves enough to start 
nursing and gets healthy, but it can be a 
long process and a dangerous game to play 
with a young horse’s Hfe. 

“Time is of the essence because they’re 
little tiny babies,” said Steele, who sees 
about two dummy births from 60 foahngs 
a year. “They can be long, drawn-out cases, 
very labor intensive and the things you do 
don’t always work.” 

But on March 23, with this filly, Steele 
did something that worked. She’d seen 
an online video about a foal “squee2ing” 
technique developed by Dr. John Madigan 
at the University of Cahfornia, Davis. The 
theory is that dummy foals never receive 
the proper biological trigger to come out 
of the deep sleep they’re in before birth. 
Steele watched the video, read up on the 


technique at the UC Davis website and 
tried to understand the hows and whys. 

With a premature fiUy and not much 
time, she tried to copy Madigan’s technique 
-looping a rope around the foal’s chest 
and girth and tightening. The rope is noth¬ 
ing new, it’s the same procedure cattle 
farms use to make cows lie down to be 
treated, though it’s a httle different with 
baby horses. 

Wrapped in blankets and being so small, 
Steele’s filly didn’t go through the stages 
Madigan described in the video—didn’t fall 
asleep, didn’t bounce back to life and start 
nursing, didn’t nicker for her mother. 

Steele kept trying. The squeeze is sup¬ 
posed to mimic the 20 minutes of stage 
two labor, where the foal passes through 
the birth canal. 

“I’m in the equipment room looking 
for something we can make smaller than 
that rope,” she said. “I’ve had my arms 
in a mare, I know how tight it is in there. 
This foal was lying down and was so small, 
maybe we weren’t getting it tight enough.” 

While rummaging through the various 
pieces of tack and supphes on a typical 
breeding farm, Steele found a Miracle 
Collar cribbing strap for an adult horse. 

“I had to punch another hole in it 
because the filly was so small,” said Steele. 
She tightened the strap. The filly flopped 
over on her side, as if hit with a tranquilizer 
dart, asleep. 

“I set my timer for 20 minutes because 
that’s what was in the information,” Steele 
said. “We were sitting with her, making 
sure she was OK, and in 15 minutes she 
woke up. We did the full 20 minutes, took 


the strap off and she sat up and immedi¬ 
ately wanted to nurse. Instead of taking 2 
ounces or 1 ounce like she was, she took 
the full 8-ounce bottle.” 

And has been improving ever since. 
The fiUy went to New Bolton Center for 
some evaluation, to Heritage Stallions so 
her dam could be bred, and returned to 
Shamrock where she’ll be raised with the 
other foals of 2015. 

“We felt tike she wasn’t going to make 
it,” Steele said. “It was a life or death sim- 
ation as far as I was concerned. She acted 
better right after we did the squeeze, and 
we were able to get her going forward 
where she was progressing and acting like 
she wanted to Hve.” 

Dummy Foals Explained 

Veterinarians used to think dummy 
foals had been deprived oxygen, hence 
the lethargy, delayed responses, lack of 
otherwise namral movements and sounds. 
With around-the-clock care, bottle or tube 
feeding and other treatment, many foals 
recovered in a matter of days, but it was 
work and there were no guarantees. 

Madigan, a UC Davis veterinary profes¬ 
sor and an expert in equine neonatal health, 
never quite bought the oxygen theory. 

“They recover too well too fast for it to 
be low oxygen,” he said in April. 

Now, thanks to various studies and 
experiments —some related to dummy foals 
and some not at all —the culprit is a natural 
substance which sedates foals in the womb. 
Foals sleep through much of the preg¬ 
nancy. Something has to keep them that 
way. Just as important, something has to 
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tell them to wake up after passing through 
the birth canal. And for horses, the transi¬ 
tion is key as they can stand, nurse and 
walk within an hour of birth and in the 
wild must be prepared to run within hours. 

The neurosteroid is powerful and works 
on the same receptors in the brain as 
anesthetics and sedatives used in surgery 
or other cases. Smdies revealed high lev¬ 
els of the substance in maladjusted foals. 
That science helped fuel experiments and 
a smdy on the mechanics involved in the 
relaxation caused when foals (and other 
mammals) are held snugly. Seeking con¬ 
sistency, Madigan created the rope device. 
Researchers measured the neurosteroid 
levels before and after the squee 2 e and they 
changed dramatically. 

‘dfs evolution,” Madigan said. ‘‘When 
you get squee 2 ed like this you can't move 
around, your heart rate slows, everything. 
We mimicked that and I thought ‘What if 
some of these foals with maladjustment 
had a quick delivery?' What if they missed 
the signal to stop making this stuff that 
was making them sleep? They're asleep 
in the womb, they go through the birth 
canal where it's so tight they can't move 
and in one hour they have to stand up 
and run around. The system has to start 
somewhere and the sedation has to be 
turned off.” 

Madigan said the theory is supported 
by higher instances of neonatal maladjust¬ 
ment in foals dehvered by Caesarean sec¬ 
tion and in rapid dehveries. 

Madigan pointed to a handful of key 
indicators. The foal might not want to 
nurse, has trouble standing, doesn't move 
away from humans, doesn't identify with 
its mother. 

“If the foal looks hke he's back in the 
womb, all curled up, that's a signal,” he said. 
“Maybe he's full of the stuff that made 
him be that way in the womb. It makes a lot 
of common sense, rather than being a wild 
idea. They're sedated in utero, immobili 2 ed 
in the birth canal and then they have to run 
around and nicker and stand and be ready. 
The whole idea is we've been presuming 
everything would go right and of course 
there are a whole lot of things that don't 
go right” 

All veterinarians will agree with that 
statement, though they will also caution 
against considering any treatment a cure- 
all. The foal-squee 2 ing technique addresses 
only the most mild effects of neonatal mal¬ 
adjustment syndrome, which can include 
issues with breathing, an inability to stand 
or walk, kidney problems, gastro-intestinal 
problems and more.

“It is fairly complex, and a multi-symp¬ 
tom disease,” said Dr. Jon Palmer, chief of 
the neonatal intensive care service at the 
University of Pennsylvania's New Bolton 
Center. “I think they're on the right track 
with the neurosteroids being part of the 
problem, but many people have been look¬ 
ing for an on/off switch for this and it's 
probably more comphcated.” 

Palmer has chents who have used 
the squee 2 e technique and seen positive 
results. He's also seen foals regress after 
the procedure. He does not necessarily 
see a parallel between quick deliveries and 
dummy foals, but also appreciates the sci¬ 
ence behind Madigan's theory. 


“The idea that neurosteroid levels are 
not the right levels, I buy that,” Palmer 
said. “Why they're not the right levels, we 
don't know.” 

Practical Examples 

In 2012, Madigan's theory got a push. 
He took a call from a client with a dummy 
foal. It was eight hours old, wasn't nursing, 
wasn't progressing. Madigan asked about 
the birth, and was told it was very fast. 

“Hey, you want to try something that 
won't cost any money?” he asked. 

“Sure,” the chent replied. 

“You got a rope...?”

Madigan drove to the farm and the foal 
was ^‘goofy” They couldn't wake him up. 
He'd suckle a bottle, a little, but wouldn't 
nurse on the mare at all. Madigan got the 
rope, squeezed the foal for 20 minutes and 
unhooked the rope. 

‘‘He woke up and nickered at the mare," 
Madigan said. “And I just saw him on the 
racetrack. He's a 3-year-old, a completely 
normal horse." 

Since then, Madigan has lectured vet¬ 
erinarians and horsemen on the topic, 
launched a clinical trial to add more science 
to it, seen some parallels drawn to the care 
of human infants with autism, hosted a 
film crew from The Secret Ufe of Babies and 
generally tried to spread the word. 

After success with the first filly, Steele 
had a squeeze girth-the smallest three- 
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strap-and-buckle girth you've ever 
seen-made by Barb Carr of Sew What 
Blanket Wash and Repair. It got its first use 
not long after it entered the tack room. 

Standardbred mare Bootleg Yankee 
delivered a fiUy in a normal-but fast-foal¬ 
ing April 8. The fiUy was fine, started out 
strong, but became reluctant to nurse and 
didn't thrive. There were no early dummy 
symptoms, just a lack of progress. She was 
going to live, but she was going to take 
some work. Steele figured there wasn't 
much to lose. 

“She would take some bottles, but 
would peter out and she wouldn't really 
nurse on the mare," said Steele. “I put the 
squeeze girth on, and she went down—out 
like a fight. I took it off after 20 minutes, 
woke her up, got her up and pushed her 


over to the mare and damned if she didn't 
latch right on and start nursing." 

The treatment helps ease the commit¬ 
ment to care for a dummy foal with bottle 
feeding and other steps while delaying a 
potential trip to a veterinary clinic. 

Steele, Madigan and Palmer cautioned 
about squeezing a foal with potential rib 
injuries from a difficult delivery and also 
said to be sure to conduct the squeeze in 
the center of the stall to prevent the foal 
from hitting a wall. 

Steele hopes to see the procedure 
become common practice. 

“We're all in this together," she said 
when asked about other farms using the 
squeeze technique. “We're competitive, but 
we're really after the goodwill of the animal 
and the industry. We need to be more open 
and honest about things like this, not less." 

Now What? 

Success stories make for good anec¬ 
dotes, but the science will continue. 

UC Davis is conducting a clinical trial 
to evaluate the effects of the squeeze in 
a randomized trial. Foals must show signs 
of neonatal maladjustment syndrome and 
must not have a rib fracture, respiratory 
distress, shock, sepsis, congenital anoma¬ 
lies and other conditions. Instructions on 
how to participate are on the UC Davis 
website, vetmed.ucdavis.edu. 

The squeezing, the ropes, the people, 
the horses involved can't be standardized, 
but a trial will help improve the science. 
The syndrome will always be difficult to 
quantify. Foals sometimes improve on their 
own, in hours or days. Foals sometimes 
stop making progress and the symptoms 
return. 

“One problem in studying this is it 
spontaneously resolves," said Palmer, who 
recalled a time when medication was con¬ 
sidered the answer for dummy foals. In one 
case, a foal normalized and started nursing 
while Palmer was preparing the injection. 
“Another minute and I would have thought 
it was the medication that did it." 

As with all veterinary procedures, cau¬ 
tion will be a key. Be careful, be slow, be 
methodical, get advice from experts before 
you try something with which you're unfa¬ 
miliar. 

“I teU [clients] they need their vet to 
look at it thoroughly," said Palmer. “Is it 
really a dummy, or are there other things 
going on. If they want to try the squeezing 
technique I would suggest they do it with 
their veterinarian in case something goes 
wrong. But I would also tell them, keep 
looking at what happens later. Just because 
there seems to be a response they need to 
keep a very close eye on that foal." ^

Numbers in her favor 

Taketheodds shines for Manfuso 
with stakes win on Ciassic undercard

S he may not be a Maryland-bred, but 
Taketheodds is very much a product 
of the Old Line State. 

Owner Bob Manfuso isn't one to be 
choosy, geographically speaking, in find¬ 
ing the best pairings for his broodmares. 
Co-owner with Katy Voss of Chanceland 
Farm, a 195-acre breeding and training 
complex in West Friendship, Md., Manfuso 
has been linked to Maryland racing for 
decades, breeding such standouts as Grade 
2 winner Belterra and multiple graded 
stakes winner and sire Wiseman’s Ferry. 
Both were Kentucky-breds raised in Mary¬ 
land by Manfuso. 

“We straddle a Htde bit with certain 
kinds of mares we send to Kentucky 
because you don’t have the stallion power 
in Maryland that you have in Kentucky, 
obviously,” Manfuso said. “But we raised 
this fiUy [Taketheodds] in Maryland—as 
a matter of fact, we raised a horse called 
International Star in Maryland.” 

Manfuso’s 4-year-old Taketheodds 
might not be the same caliber as the New 
York-bred International Star, who spent 
the spring months building his Triple 
Crown trail resume, but the filly flashed 
plenty of star power in the $150,000 Sugar 
Maple Stakes presented by CANTER Mid- 
Atlantic, the main preliminary before the 
headlining $1.5 million Charles Town 
Classic-G2 April 18. The Classic took a 
shocking turn when jockey Mike Smith 
pulled up Shared Belief 6 furlongs into the 
race, and the California-based gelding was 
vanned off with what was later determined 
to be a hip injury. 

That was disappointing for Smith, but 
Taketheodds made the day a Httie easier 
to bear for the Hall of Famer. On a day 
that seemed to favor front-runners. Smith 
trusted Manfuso’s advice to keep the filly 
where she Hkes to be-on the outside-and 
waited to make a late charge. 

Defending Sugar Maple champion 
Flattering Bea set a fast pace in the 7-fur- 
long test. But Smith and Taketheodds were 
never far behind, even after racing wide on 
the first turn, and approaching the quarter 
pole they made their move with another 
wide swing to the outside before digging 
in for a determined stretch run to catch 
Flattering Bea and win by a neck in 1:24.61. 

“Mike gave her a spectacular ride,” 
Manfuso said. “She Hkes to be outside, and 
it worked out. She’s got a kick, as you saw 
over the last three-eighths.” 

The Sugar Maple was the first stakes 
win for the daughter of Street Sense and 
Belterra, who is trained by Ian Wilkes but 
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Old pro Russell Road blitzes younger rivals including Lucy’s Bob Boy in the 
Confucius Say Stakes for owner Mark Russeii and trainer James Casey.

was saddled for the Sugar Maple by Voss. 
Race favorite Nesso, who beat Take theodds 
in a Tampa Bay Downs allowance a month 
before, settled for third. 

“Ian and I always thought she was a 
pretty useful fiUy, so ids nice to get it done,” 
Manfuso said. 

RENEWED RIVALRY 

Shippers dominated the headline race 
but fans stiU had plenty of chances to see 
West Virginia-breds during the card. Chief 
among the highhghts was yet another duel 
between longtime rivals RusseU Road and 
Lucy’s Bob Boy in the $50,000 Confucius 
Say Stakes. 

RusseU Road, the elder statesman at 9, 
stunned his younger rival in last October’s 
West Virginia Breeders Classic Stakes and 
took the rest of the year off The vaca¬ 
tion ended in the Confucius Say, just the 
way owner Mark RusseU and trainer James 
Casey Uke it. 

‘When you start getting up there 7, 
8, 9 years of age, I think it’s a day at a 
time,” said RusseU, whose horse won the 
race in 2011 and 2012. “You just kind of 
hope that everything’s good-his attitude, 
his want-to-do-it, and then of course his 
abiUty. And again, when we started work¬ 
ing him and breeAng, it just looked Uke 
the same RusseU early on. Once we got a 
couple more bree 2 es into him, especiaUy 
the five-eighths—we had a couple of five- 
eighths that were phenomenal, the way he 
did it. That told me that we were sitting on 
go. And he always does run good fresh, the 
first time back, too. Always does.” 

That wasn’t in dispute, not after Russell 
Road burst to the lead from gate for Jose 
Montano and refused to let Lucy’s Bob 
Boy gain his preferred spot along the raU. 

“Lucy’s one of the best mrning horses 
here, and it’s aUnost Uke he’s on a rail 
when he runs around,” RusseU said. “And 
RusseU’s so much bigger, it’s a htde tougher 
on him. So we just wanted to get away 
whUe we had the fence. We didn’t want 
to kind of let Lucy have that fence. We 
wanted him to go around if he was gonna 
beat us.” 

RusseU Road crossed the wire AVz 
lengths clear of Lucy’s Bob Boy to win 
in 1:23.96, effectively throwing down the 
gauntlet for another season of battles lead¬ 
ing up to October’s Breeders Classic, a race 
they have won between them four of the 
past six years. 

“It’s just so special to be out here with 
a 9-year-old still competing at the level he 
does,” RusseU said. “He’s more or less been 


the same old Russell. He’s so big and kind 
of tough to handle. Some days he’s OK, 
and then some days he kind of wants to be 
a httie ornery. 

“He hasn’t changed since he was a 
2-year-old. His whole demeanor, every¬ 
thing in the barn, on the racetrack.” 

RusseU Road won for the 29th time, and 
drew to within less than $70,000 of $2 mU- 
Uon in career earnings. 


UPS AND DOWNS 

Trainer John Casey’s race day started 
and finished with victories, but in between 
came a disaster when Down Town Allen 
was vanned off with a suspensory injury 
to her left front. 

Before that turn of events, Casey made 
his first trip to the winner’s circle when the 
3-year-old state-bred Mass Media gelding 
Hear the Chatter scored a 2Y2-length vic-

tory in the l>50,000-added Coin Collector 
Stakes. 

“I don't train him that hard, but he ran 
good," Casey said of Hear the Chatter. 
‘‘He outclassed them a lithe bit." 

Casey gave Hear the Chatter the winter 
off after he came down with a sore shin 


following a third in the Marylander Stakes 
in December at Laurel Park. Off that lay¬ 
off, the 414-furlong Coin Collector seemed 
like just the race to open Hear the Chatter's 
sophomore season. 

“It's his first time back, so he's not fit 
enough to go any further, or I would've 


run him in [the Robert Hilton Memorial] 
if he was a Htde fitter," Casey said. “But 
he had the winter off, turned out, taking 
it easy." 

Down Town Allen's injury in the 
$50,000 Original Gold Stakes dampened 
any elation Casey, who also won the day's 
final race with Comeonletsplay, might have 
been feeling. 

The 8-year-old state-bred mare, winner 
of eight in a row and 14 of 15 heading 
into the Original Gold, puUed up lame on 
the backstretch and exited the track in an 
ambulance. 

She underwent surgery the following 
week for the torn suspensory and was 
recovering at a veterinary clinic. By early 
May, her cast had been removed and Casey 
was hopeful for a broodmare career. 

Complications arose, however, and she 
was euthanized May 11. 

The Original Gold featured a wild fin¬ 
ish, as Kluvyabye crossed the wire first 
but was placed fourth after three jock¬ 
eys lodged objections. Morningisbreaking 
was awarded the win for owner/trainer/ 
breeder Cynthia O'Bannon following a 
stewards inquiry. 

CONTROL STAKE TOPS HILTON 

Jockey Cornelio Velasquez scored a 
big payday aboard Control Stake in the 
$100,000 Robert Hilton Memorial, and he 
did it by resisting the urge to vie for the 
lead from the start of the 7-furlong test. 

“He broke good, but on the outside 
a couple jockeys [were] sending-1 don't 
want to go head-to-head with a horse," 
Velasquez said. “I had a great horse." 

Velasquez, who won the Classic by 
keeping Moreno on or near the lead, set- 
ded the 3-year-old Florida-bred son of 
Discreedy Mine just off the pace as he 
raced two wide around the first turn, 
gained ground on the backstretch and then 
took over near the quarter pole to win by 
4^2 lengths. 

Owned by Klaravich Stables and Bill 
Lawrence, the even-money favorite gave 
trainer Tom Amoss a third consecutive win 
in the race-following Rise Up in 2014 and 
Free World in 2013. 

PICKEH GETS STAKES WIN 

Trainer Crystal Pickett saw her hopes 
of making two trips to the winner's circle 
fall just short when Taketheodds caught 
Flattering Be a, but before that she got a 
thrilling win in $51,000 Its Binn Too Long 
Stakes for West Virginia-bred 3-year-old 
fillies.

Pickett’s Get the Sensation, a daughter 
of recently retired Maryland stalhon Not 
For Love, quickly went to the front and 
settled inside to turn back all rivals for a 
41 / 4 -length win. 

That had Pickett thinking of a spot 
in the West Virginia ‘‘Cavada” Breeders 
Classic Stakes in the fall. 

‘‘This fiUy, she’s just gotten faster and 
better as she’s run,” she said. “She’s just 
very much her own boss. You can’t tell her 
what she’s going to do. She’s telling you,

Love filly.” 

Owned by JiU Daniel and bred by her 
son Francis Daniel III, Get the Sensation 
came into the race off back-to-back wins 
to start 2015 after losing both starts late 
last year. 

“She’s just running to what we thought 
she’d be,” said Pickett. “And I’m really 
happy for the family because they’ve done 
a lot for West Virginia racing and breed¬ 
ing. The owner, her late husband was here 
as a practicing veterinarian for years and 
years. And her son bred the horse. Their 
daughter works here-it’s just a whole fam¬ 
ily in the breeding industry and they’re very 
important.” 

Pickett was equally happy for jockey 
Stevica Djuric, who notched his first career 
stakes victory. 

“He is a super guy and just so nice 
and works hard, came out when it was 2 
degrees to work her, didn’t matter, and 
came here when it was brutally cold, in the 
mud, everything,” Pickett said. “And he 
stuck with her. It means a lot when people 
are loyal to you in this business, that he 
stuck by me.”

Breakthrough Victory 

California-bred Bodhisattva finally 
puts it together for mild upset in Tesio

E ven as a baby, Bodhisattva looked 
like a big ball of a potential. He just 
needed a little time and a lot of work. 
Named after a Buddhist term referring to 
a person capable of reaching the transcen¬ 
dent state of Nirvana, Bodhisattva had 
been anything but the stereotypical image 
of a calm sitting Buddha through the early 
part of 2015. 

Owner/trainer Jose Corrales noted the 
obvious with the 3-year-old California-bred 
son of Student Council. Bodhisattva had 
trouble focusing, lugged in when he had 
chances to win races and he’d only man¬ 
aged a single allowance score in six races 
since breaking his maiden last September 
at Laurel Park. But then everything clicked 
April 18 in the $100,000 Federico Tesio 
Stakes-Bodhisattva had his 2 en moment 


and broke through to demonstrate the 
potential Corrales saw all along. 

‘‘He is a horse that can be anything,” 
Corrales said. “He is stiU improving. Who 
knows what he could be? Pm very happy to 
be part of that.” 

Corrales saw Bodhisattva enter the 
Tesio as the third choice. The plan was to 
break sharply out of the gate and stick with 
favorite All Hands. But when All Hands 
didn’t show interest in taking the lead, 
Trevor McCarthy did with Bodhisattva. 
They led uncontested through the opening 
6 furlongs of the 1 Vie-mile Tesio. 

“For him to come out, break well, make 
the lead and to get away with fractions 
like that on a clear lead, it was perfect,” 
McCarthy said. 


The setup might’ve been ideal but 
Bodhisattva still had to work. Around the 
far turn, he was challenged by Noteworthy 
Peach and despite being headed in mid¬ 
stretch, Bodhisattva regained his edge and 
won by Wi lengths. Noteworthy Peach 
finished second and All Hands necked out 
Ghost Bay for third. 

It was a refreshing turnaround for the 
team behind Bodhisattva. As a 2-year- 
old, he struggled against much tougher 
in the Rem sen Stakes-G2. Bodhisattva 
ended 2014 with a strong allowance win 
but returned with back-to-back fourths in 
the Frank Whiteley Jr. and Miracle Wood 
Stakes at Laurel to open this year. 

Bodhisattva looked primed to notch 
his first stakes win in the Private Terms in 
March at Laurel, but again was somewhat 
disappointing. Bodhisattva appeared to be 
gaining on winner Bridget’s Big Luvy, but 
couldn’t quite get up. McCarthy struggled 
to keep his horse straight, as Bodhisattva 
lugged in while running awkwardly in the 
stretch. 

“We were quite disappointed with 
the way he ran in the Private Terms,” 
McCarthy said. “He wasn’t all business that 
day. And when I rode him in the Tesio, that 
was him. He was aU business, especially the 
last eighth of a mile, when he really gave 
me his best stride.” 

Corrales made some adjustments after 
the Private Terms, including new equip¬ 
ment and a new exercise rider. But ulti¬ 
mately, the trainer chalked up most of 
Bodhisattva’s issues to a lack of mamrity. 

“He’s like a big baby,” Corrales said. 

Corrales’ baby pushed his earnings to 
$165,095, potentially en route to bloom¬ 
ing into the Buddha-hke animal his owner 
has been waiting on. Corrales, a native 
of Panama who has trained horses in the 
United States since 1991, gained an appre¬ 
ciation for Buddhism while living in China 
for 10 years. To him, Bodhisattva’s effort 
in the Tesio seemed appropriate, given the 
highly spiritual name the horse carries. 

“It gives him more power to be what he 
is,” Corrales said. 

The win was as spiritual as it was emo¬ 
tional for Corrales. He feels he owes a 
debt of gratitude to Andy Stronach, who 
bred Bodhisattva and who gave the colt 
to Corrales. The son of multiple Eclipse 
Award-winning owner and breeder and 
founder of The Stronach Group Frank 
Stronach met Corrales about five years 
ago. The relationship evolved and began 
opening doors for Corrales, including the 
one that has seen him become the regular 
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trainer for Stronach Stable in the Mid- 
Atlantic, 

“Andy is the one who introduced me 
to The Stronach Group, to his father and 
everything,’’ Corrales said. “He’s the one 
who helped me to be where I am today” 

HAPPY HOMECOMING 

NeUie Cashman provided a lot of good 
memories to a lot of people. What she 
hadn’t done was win a stakes in nearly 
two years, or any race at all since last 
September. In defense of the 5-year-old 
daughter of Mineshaft, she’d been facing 
graded stakes company, from ChurchiU 
Downs to Gulfstream Park. 

The $100,000 Dahha Stakes April 18 
wasn’t an easy spot, but it was something 
of a homecoming for Nellie Cashman. 
All of her wins of have come in the Mid- 
Atlantic and she was bred in Pennsylvania 
by Nelson Clemmens. Jockey Forest Boyce 
and trainer Francis “Tres” Abbott III had 
what they felt was a strong plan going into 
the Dahha. It was simple: don’t let multiple 
graded stakes winner Istanford steal the 
race. 

“I was fortunate enough to work Istan¬ 
ford a couple of times,” Boyce said. “She’s 
a reaUy nice filly and I have a load of 
respect for her. I knew she had the abihty 
to relax and that’s what kind of scared me. 
I was thinking if this fiUy gets loose and 
relaxes, we might not catch her.” 

As expected, Istanford shot out of the 
gate. NeUie Cashman and Boyce stalked, 
determined not to let Istanford get too 
comfortable. 

At about the quarter pole, NelUe Cash- 
man inched closer. She started to dig and 
ultimately got past with a furlong to go. 
Nearing the wire, NeUie Cashman had to 
hold off a late bid by Run of the River, but 
hung on to win by a nose while completing 
1 mUe on the turf in 1:35.95. Fasnacloich 
finished third, just ahead of Istanford. 

The win was NeUie Cashman’s fourth 
in 19 career starts and bumped her earn¬ 
ings to $329,839. The Dahha was her 
first stakes score since winning the 2013 
Virginia Oaks-G3. That victory wasn’t just 
NeUie Cashman’s first graded stakes win, 
it was also the first for Boyce and the first 
stakes of any kind for Abbott. 

“The horse has given me a lot of 
opportunities,” Boyce said. “I feel hke 
she’s one of those horses that hasn’t always 
gotten the most respect but she probably 
deserves a Utde more than what she gets 
because she’s honest.”

She’s also proven a wise investment for 
owners Sycamore Racing, In 2011, NeUie 
Cashman was the first purchase made 
by the group, formed by Abbott’s father. 
The ownership team is made up largely of 
friends and family. 

“It’s a group of people that knew me 
growing up and are local, Pennsylvania, 
Delaware, Maryland people,” Abbott said. 
“They’re people that I grew up with and 
know me, they’re friends of my parents, so 


it’s exciting. A lot of them were [at PimUco 
for the DahUa] and they get a real kick out 
of it.” 

NelUe Cashman also helped the 32-year- 
old trainer launch his business. 

“She is very special to aU of us,” Abbott 
said. “EspeciaUy, to show up and run as 
hard as she does, she’s so consistent, even 
when I put her in some really tough spots.” 

Some of those tough spots were at Sara¬ 
toga, where Abbott hopes NeUie Cashman 
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can return this summer with a chance to 
take down another graded stakes victory. 
At Saratoga in 2013, she finished first in 
the Grade 2 Lake Placid before being dis¬ 
qualified and placed third. Last year, she 
finished third in the Grade 2 Balls ton Spa. 

^‘It seemed like a good opportunity to 
find out what we were going to do the rest 
of the year and I thought it was a good 
stepping stone,’’ Abbott said. was happy 
to see her get back to her winning ways and 
kind of kick off the year back up here.” 

STILL TALKING 

Almost out of nowhere, Hamilton 
Smith has a winning machine on his hands. 
Talk Show Man delivered yet again for 
Smith in the $100,000 Henry S. Clark 
Stakes going 1 mile on the mrf April 18. 
The Clark was Talk Show Man’s third win 
in four starts and his second stakes victory 
in that span. 

^Tt looks like it’s going to be his best 
year,” Smith said. ‘‘The last part of the last 
half of last year, from September, until 
now, he’s really turned into a pretty solid 


and honest horse. He doesn’t show me any 
signs of being anything other than that.” 

AH signs remained positive when Talk 
Show Man found his way out of some 
trouble to take the Clark by a nose. Sitting 
a stalking trip for much of the race. Talk 
Show Man and jockey Xavier Perez found 
themselves with litde room to maneuver in 
the stretch, pinned in near the rail behind 
dueling pacesetters Jack’s in the Deck and 
North Star Boy (Ire). 

Just as several horses began to sweep 
up, Perez found a seam and shot through. 
Talk Show Man got clear running but also 
had an onrushing Paris Vegas to deal with. 
Talk Show Man and Paris Vegas battled to 
the wire and wound up in a photo finish. 
In the end. Talk Show Man prevailed by a 
nose. Special Envoy finished third. 

“He ran a huge race,” Smith said. “We 
got lucky and got through. To tell you the 
damn truth, that’s racing luck and it went 
our way this time.” 

A homebred for Dr. Michael Harrison, 
Talk Show Man is by Great Notion out of 
the Haymaker mare Mark Me Special. The 


victory improved his record to six wins 
from 19 races and boosted his earnings to 
$297,631. 

Last year. Talk Show Man won the 
Maryland Million Turf Stakes over Ben’s 
Cat and finished second to Arlington 
MilHon-Gl winner Hardest Core in the 
1 Va-mile Cape Henlopen at Delaware Park. 
That effort, along with Talk Show Man’s 
proven staying power, has Smith looking 
toward Monmouth Park’s United Nations 
Stakes-Gl as a potential target for his 
horse later this summer. 

WOLFENDALE WINS 1,500TH 

Howard Wolfendale could hardly take 
it. He’d waited long enough for his 1,500th 
win and he was due for a break. It came 
April 11. 

Sitting on 1,499 wins since last year, the 
trainer sent out Miners Quest in a 6-fur¬ 
long claiming race. Miners Quest didn’t 
break well, got shuffled back on the turn 
and was Q/i lengths behind at the quar¬ 
ter pole. But then Miners Quest began 
creeping up the rail for Sheldon Russell. 
In deep stretch. Miners Quest found a 
hole between horses and batded with Well 
Played to the wire. Photo finish. 

“It was a really tight finish,” Wolfendale 
said. “I wasn’t even sure if he won it.” 

Wolfendale had to sweat, but when the 
numbers were posted, he could rejoice. 
Miners Quest won by a nose. 

“The guy who owns the horse, Russell 
Gourley, he was happier than I was for me 
to win my 1,500th,” Wolfendale said. “He 
was jumping up and down, hugging and 
kissing. I was excited, believe me, I mean 
I was glad to get it over with because I’ve 
been sitting on that number aU year.” 

Wolfendale, 58, was born in Pittsburgh, 
Pa. He saddled his first winner in 1977 
and had his best year in 2006, when he 
won 115 races and accumulated purses 
of $1,995,449. Wolfendale is perhaps best 
known for his success with Maryland-bred 
Bold Affair, a nine-time stakes-winning 
daughter of Two Punch. 

Although Wolfendale regards Bold 
Affair as the best horse he’s ever trained, 
she wasn’t involved in his all-time personal 
favorite race. Wolfendale reserves that des¬ 
ignation for Colonel HiU, a Maryland-bred 
son of Temperence Hill who won the 1990 
DevH’s Bag Stakes at Laurel, as a 2-year-old 
in his first start. 

“I won three races that day and was 
second in another,” Wolfendale recalled, 
“so that was a good day.” ^

Owner of Walnut Green bloodstock 
grabs first win in training comeback

I t was only a claiming race for horses 
running for a tag of $6,000, but when 
Dreaming of Andy A came storming 
down the stretch to win by 7}/i lengths 
March 28 at Penn National Race Course it 
felt like he^d just won the Kentucky Derby 
to his trainer. 

After all, it had been a long time since 
Mark Reid saddled a winner. Fifteen years, 
to be exact. 

Reid headed a powerhouse outfit in the 
Mid-Atiantic region for more than two 
decades. His stable was a regular in the 
national top 20 by wins and in 1991 he was 
fourth in the nation with 176. The next 
year, he won 216 races. He was the leading 
trainer at 12 race meets. 

Reid developed the talented sprinter 
Mr. Nickerson, who broke his maiden 
at Philadelphia Park and went on to win 
multiple graded stakes races in New York 
before his death in the 1990 Breeders’ Cup 
Sphnt-Gl at Belmont Park. 

When Reid decided to put down his 
condition books and close the door on his 
training career in 2000, he was the aU-time 
leading trainer at Keystone/Philadelphia 
Park and Garden State Park. 

But Reid did not leave the sport alto¬ 
gether. He began buying and selling horses 
for clients, and immediately found success 
in that capacity. He bought multiple Grade 
1 winner and $5,754,720-earner MedagHa 
d’Oro. He also purchased graded stakes 
winners You, Spoken Fur, Midas Eyes 
and other stakes winners. He managed the 
career of 2005 Horse of the Year Saint 
Liam for William and Suzanne Warren. 

In 2005, Reid purchased Walnut Green, 
a 100-acre farm in West Grove, Pa., with 
partners Tony Dutrow and Jim DiCicco 
from Richard and Russell Jones. The farm 
produced many outstanding horses, includ¬ 
ing 2011 Kentucky Oaks-Gl winner Plum 
Pretty, who was born and raised at Walnut 


Green. Reid began consigning the farm’s 
homebreds at major sales, as well as those 
bred by its clients. 

So why did Reid decide to start condi¬ 
tioning horses again? 

‘T was looking to get back into train¬ 
ing,” he said. ^‘The farm work was getting 
too hard physically for me. It was great 
watching the first foals be born at the farm, 
but a lot of it is watching grass grow.” 

Reid dipped his toe back into the water 
slowly, starting with a few horses. 

‘T bought Dreaming of Andy A pri¬ 
vately from Florida, and ran him a couple 
of times before sending him up to Penn 
[in early March],” Reid said. ‘T wasn’t there 
that night because I had to stay close at 
the farm for some mares that were getting 
ready to foal. I watched the race in my 
house on TV with my wife Barbara. We 
were jumping up and down and hooting 
and hollering-that feeling never gets old. 
It’s still a thrill and I still love it.” 

Reid credits his father for first taking 
him to the races and getting him interested 
in the sport. After graduating from the 
University of Maryland with a degree in 
business administration, he followed his 
heart and started working for Dick Dutrow 
in Maryland. Reid purchased his first horse 
after borrowing $4,000 from the bank, and 
his stable eventually expanded. 

Reid said that his re-entry into the train¬ 
ing game does not mean he will eventually 
oversee a string of 120 or more as he used 
to nearly two decades ago. 

“I don’t have any undue expectations — 
I’m not out to win any training tides,” he 
said. “When I retired in 2000, I’d had a 
great career. I’m just going to have fun with 
a few horses at Fair Hill Training Center. 
I’ve been wacky about this sport since I 
was a young man, and I’m happy to report 
the feeling never gets old.” 


DOUBLE FOR BUSH RACING 

The Bush Racing Stable of Bryan and 
David Bushey had a banner four-day span 
in mid-April as Sir Celtic Express and 
Favorite Patriot each found the winner’s 
circle. 

Favorite Patriot, claimed by Bush 
Racing in a last-place effort last November, 
initially did not perform well for his new 
connections, but a drop to easier competi¬ 
tion helped him record a front-running 
victory April 8. The 6-year-old gelding 
by Congrats has raced at 11 tracks in his 
42-start career, winning 15 times and plac¬ 
ing in seven, for earnings of $180,292, 
which includes his win April 25. 

Three days after Favorite Patriot’s early 
April triumph. Sir Celtic Express made a 
successful transition to the allowance ranks 
when he was able to hold off favored A 
Lil More A J to capture a $33,300 test for 
Pennsylvania-breds. 

Bush Racing claimed Sir Celtic Express 
for $12,500 in his maiden-breaker at Penn 
National Nov. 19. Prior to his allowance 
win, he’d also won for a $25,000 tag Feb. 11 
at Penn National, but had failed to fire in 
against allowance company in early March 
at Parx. Bred by Malibu Farm, the son of 
Notional won three of nine lifetime starts 
and earned $63,220 through April. 

Established in 2004 by Bryan Bushey 
of Mechanicsburg, Pa., Bush Racing Stable 
is on pace to have a successful 2015. 
Through April 28, the stable had won 
eight races from 21 starts while placing in 
six more, and had total earnings of more 
than $128,000. The stable is co-managed 
by Bryan’s son, David Bushey. 

Other winners in 2015 for the stable 
include Onemoresweetkiss, For Scipion 
and Very Lucky. 

“My father just enjoyed going to the 
races at old Penn National,” David Bushey 
said, explaining how Bush Racing got start¬ 
ed. “He used to sit in the grandstand near 
some trainers, who encouraged him to get 
into the game. He decided to become an 
owner.” 

In 2004, Bryan Bushey claimed his first 
horse. Golden Nicolas, for $8,000. He 
won his first two off the claim for train¬ 
er Mary Cacchiotti and added five more 
before being claimed at Charles Town in 
2005. Bush Racing moved its horses to 
Lester Stickler that year, and has focused 
on claiming those that display consistent 
recent form with perceived room for 
improvement. It offers affordable horse 
racing partnerships/syndicates for indi¬ 
viduals. ^ 
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Serious Return 

Former $1,500 yearling Fat Kat 
gets fourth career victory

S he might have sold for only $1,500 
as a yearling, but Fat Kat blossomed 
into such an eye-catching juvenile 
that she brought nearly 35 times that price 
when resold as a 2-year-old in training. 

The 4-year-old Pennsylvania-bred 
daughter of Weigeha earned her connec¬ 
tions a shade less than $160,000 through 
the end of April and is stakes-placed to 
boot. 

Owned by L and C Racing, Squire 
Thoroughbreds and Wake The Dame, Fat 
Kafs most recent victory was April 7 at 
Parx Racing, when she gave an impressive 
performance in a $60,580 optional claimer 
going 6 furlongs. 

Fat Kat led nearly the entire trip, stalk¬ 
ing leader Had It AH closely in the opening 
quarter mile before poking her head in front 
after a half Jockey Frankie Pennington cut 
Fat Kat loose at the top of the lane and 
she spurted to a 4-length advantage inside 
the eighth pole. Pennington kept the bay 


filly’s mind on business as she approached 
the wire, and had enough left to hold off 
rallying stablemate Ambhn Easy to win by 
2 lengths. 

Last year. Fat Kat recorded three con¬ 
secutive victories-her maiden-breaker in 
late March and two allowance tests-before 
finishing second in the $75,000 Josde 
Stakes at Parx. 

Trainer Butch Reid sent her to Belmont 
Park in late June for the Victory Ride 
Stakes-G3, but she finished far behind the 
winner. Street Story. A trip to Saratoga for 
the Coronation Cup sprinting on the grass 
also resulted in an off-the-board result, so 
Fat Kat was shelved for the remainder of 
the season. 

Fat Kat has proven to be a bargain for 
her connections. She was purchased at the 
2012 Fasig-Tipton Midlantic Eastern fall 
yearling sale in Timonium, Md., from the 
consignment of Bill Reightier by David 
McKathan’s Ocala-based Grassroots 


Training and Sales. McKathan pinhooked 
her a year later at the Fasig-Tipton Mid¬ 
lantic May 2-year-old sale and she sold for 
$50,000 to Chuck Zacney. 

‘‘David [McKathan] liked her physi¬ 
cally,” Reightier said. “He has a good eye 
for a horse and wanted something that was 
athletic. At the time, her sire Weigeha was a 
bit unknown; the local sires sometimes get 
overlooked at that sale.” 

Bred in Pennsylvania by WynOaks 
Farm and St. Omer’s Farm, Fat Kat is out 
of the Disco Rico mare Katarica Disco. 

Her fuU-sister, Pink Princess, is rac¬ 
ing this year as a 5-year-old and earned 
$161,400 through the end of April, while 
her third dam, Kattebuck, produced 
$1,032,973-earner and multiple graded 
stakes winner Shmaril. 

Fat Kat is the fifth generation of her 
female family to be bred by St. Omer’s 
Farm’s Stephen Quick. 

HIGH-PERCENTAGE SIRE 

Cabo Lobo is the sire of only three 
foals, but two are winners. His son Bobby 
C, a 3-year-old colt bred in Georgia by 
Susan Harding, broke his maiden April 6 
in game fashion. 

A son of Salt Lake, Cabo Lobo was 
bred in Pennsylvania by Ivy DeU Stud and 
is a fuU-brother to stakes winner Salty 
Punch. Larry Altman, a 76-year-old resi¬ 
dent of Valdosta, Ga., who describes him¬ 
self as “an old peanut-patch guy,” pur¬ 
chased him privately. Cabo Lobo made 
eight starts, breaking his maiden at Presque 
Isle Downs and winning his last start at 
Penn National before a bowed tendon sent 
him into retirement. 

“He was a perfectly made horse, and 
ungodly quick,” Altman said of Cabo 
Lobo. “He was 17 hands and weighed 
1,250 pounds.” 

From his first and only crop came three 
foals-the fleet fiUy Saint Emma’s Fire, 
who broke her maiden and then placed in 
a Penn National allowance last fall; Bobby 
C, and another colt, EH the Giant, who has 
not started. 

Bobby C and EH the Giant were sold at 
last year’s Ocala Breeders’ Sales Company’s 
June 2-year-old sale, where they brought 
$5,000 each. 

‘POWER’ PERFORMANCE 

Dominant Power of Snunner pushed 
her career earnings past the $215,000 mark 
when she rolled to a 10 V 2 -length blowout 
in a Pennsylvania-bred allowance AprH 6. 
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The 5-year-old daughter of Power by 
Far made short work of eight rivals in the 
1-mile and 70-yard test. 

Racing between horses early, she was 
then taken outside by jockey Matthew 
Rispoh and seked command after 6 fur¬ 
longs. From there, the result was never in 
question. She was in front by 4 approach¬ 
ing the eighth pole and galloped under the 
wire with plenty left. 

Owned and bred by James Courtney 
and based at Penn National with trainer 
Tim Kreiser, Power of Snunner won or 
placed in 16 of 18 lifetime starts through 
April. 

Last year, she was second in the Dr. 
Teresa Garofalo Memorial Stakes at Parx 
and in 2013 she was second in the Silver 
Train HBPA Stakes at Penn National. 

Power of Snunner is a half-sister to 
stakes winner Spring Dance, and a full-sis¬ 
ter to multiple allowance winner Powerful 
Sun. Her dam, Snunner (by Yarrow Brae), 
is owned by Dr. James Bryant and his wife 
Linda, who bred and co-own the resilient 
campaigner Page McKenney. 


For Bryant, Snunner produced the now 
2-year-old Jump Start colt Jump Jive an 
Wail and has a yearling fiUy by Fries an Fire. 

MARTIN’S BIG MONTH 

Trainer Clyde Martin enjoyed a bang- 
up April, winning with three of the four 
horses he saddled, all at Parx. 

Martin’s first salvo was fired April 7, 
when Augustin Stable’s Life Said went 
from the Gulfs tream Park turf to the Parx 
dirt and recorded a 7-1 victory in a maiden 
special weight. Bred in Pennsylvania by 
George Strawbridge Jr., the 4-year-old son 
of Successful Appeal won by a neck from 
Maxwell’s Hammer. 

Martin’s second winner came April 
11 with Augustin’s Lelanda, a 4-year-old 
daughter of Bernardini who prevailed by a 
head in a 1 -mile allowance. 

The third winner came April 25 
with homebred Cool Bu Moon. After 
an unplaced effort at Gulfs tream in his 
debut Jan. 14, Cool Bu Moon found the 
cooler climes of Bensalem more to his 
liking as he rolled home by 3^2 lengths in 


the 6-furlong maiden claiming race. The 
4-year-old colt by Runnintothealter, who 
stands at Martin’s Golden Reef Farm in 
CochranviUe, Pa., is out of the winning 
MaHbu Moon mare Kates Bu Moon. 

A native of St. Petersburg, Fla., Martin 
began his career in racing as a jockey in 
1979. 

He rode his first race at Fhaleah Park, 
and his first winner at River Downs that 
same year. He rode primarily in the 1980s 
and 1990s at Rockingham Park before 
moving to Parx Racing and Delaware Park. 

In 2007, after more than 15,000 mounts, 
Martin turned his attention to training. 

‘T was getting a Htde bit older,” he 
said. ‘‘You can’t be a jockey forever. 
Unfortunately, it’s a young man’s sport— 
that’s why I decided to start training.” 

Martin owned, trained and rode many of 
his horses for several years. Fancy Runner 
was the first one he scored that “thfecta” 
with, in October 2011 at Delaware Park. 
Martin hung up his tack in 2013, ending his 
riding career with 1,852 victories and purse 
earnings of $18,042,390. ^

also rode in the 1948 race, finishing second 
aboard Darkofthemoon, and again in 1956 
when fourth of four finishers. Decades 
later, Jackson’s pale blue and yellow silks 
made four attempts at the great race-com¬ 
ing up short with Moon Meeting (three 
times) and Quisitor. 

Jackson died in 2011 without winning a 
Hunt Cup, In his wiU, he left instructions 
for his wife Ann to keep three horses. One 
turned out to be 2015 Maryland Hunt Cup 
winner Raven’s Choice. 

Bred in Maryland by Cary Jackson, the 
8-year-old lost the race by a half-length 
to Imperial Way, but wound up with the 
decision by disqualification after jockey 
Bethany Baumgardner’s lead pad came 
loose and fell to the turf late in the race. 
Over the race’s final half-mile and three 
fences. Imperial Way carried 24 pounds 
fewer than the 165-pound assignment. 
Officially, Raven’s Choice won the $75,000 
timber stakes by 6 lengths over 2014 win¬ 
ner Guts For Garters (Ire) with Spencer 
Road third in 9:25 at Worthington Farms 
in Glyndon, Md., April 25. Jockey Mark 
Beecher picked up his second Hunt Cup 
win in three years. Trainer Todd Wyatt won 
his first. 


But official results don’t tell even half 
the story. 

Baumgardner lost her lead pad a few 
strides after landing over the 19th fence, 
the same 19th fence where Jackson fell 
in 1951 and the same 19th fence where 
friends and family gathered to spread some 
of Jackson’s ashes back in 2011. The sto¬ 
ries chilled many a spine in the paddock 
afterward. 

‘‘We made sure he got over the 19th 
fence,” said Ann with a smile while clutch¬ 
ing the Hunt Cup’s challenge trophy. 

She remembered her husband’s passion 
for the race and tried to summon what 
it all would have meant. “He would be 
absolutely over the moon. All his attempts 
and he never could win it. He tried often 
enough and he would probably say ‘It’s 
about time.’ ” 

Ridgely was there for the ash-spreading 
ceremony and left a few of Jackson’s choc¬ 
olate candies out there too. The old friend 
echoed Ann Jackson’s sentiment a few days 
after the win. 

“He would have enjoyed that moment, 
let me teU you,” Ridgely said. “You wouldn’t 
know what it did to me. You might say I 
was in the family to a certain extent and 


to see that. . . I told Ann before the race 
I wasn’t going to do anything until he got 
over the 19th fence. I couldn’t be happier 
for people. My wife said she’s surprised I’m 
stiU aHve.” 

Raven’s Choice was a 4-year-old when 
Jackson died in a car accident while remrn- 
ing from Kenmcky in February 2011. The 
son of Dance With Ravens and the Regal 
Intention mare Millashand won once in 
nine flat starts for Wyatt. Hurdles were 
next and the dark bay gelding won his 
debut three months after his breeder’s 
death. Raven’s Choice finished sixth in 
allowance company, and showed tendon 
issues in his front legs while prepping for 
Saratoga that summer. 

He never ran over hurdles again. 

Raven’s Choice took the long, slow 
route to timber with an extended break at 
the Jacksons’ Fox Harbor Farm in White 
HaU, Md., and a return to action in 2013. 
He made one point-to-point start, finished 
second in the maiden timber at My Lady’s 
Manor and was fourth at WiUowdale. Last 
year, he won two of three—proving he 
belonged with wins at the Grand National 
and WiUowdale. This year, he finished third 
in the Grand National April 18 and won 
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Bethany Baumgardner accepts congratulations while returning 
with Imperial Way after the race.

the Hunt Cup, after starting the season 
with a win at Elkridge-Harford Point-to- 
Point. 

The trainer credited patience for the 
success. 

‘WeVe taken our time,” he said. “This 
game is all about your owner letting you 
train them the way you think they want 
to be trained. If you can find that, it just 
makes your job, any trainer’s job, so much 
easier.” 

In another time, in another barn. 
Raven’s Choice may have tried the Hunt 
Cup last year. Beecher told Wyatt the horse 
wasn’t ready. Wyatt told Ann Jackson and 
she agreed to wait. The result was a more- 
seasoned, better-prepared horse for 2015. 

“I take my trainer’s advice,” Jackson 
said. “It’s a waiting game. Patience is what 
it’s aU about. He got hurt after he ran over 
hurdles. We let him sit in the field for a 
year-and-a-half and then started him over 
timber. He has been very lightly raced, but 
it’s all about patience and a good team.” 

While a long way from Hunt Cup leg¬ 
ends Mountain Dew and Winton, Raven’s 
Choice is all Maryland. He was foaled 
at Fox Harbor. He learned his early les¬ 
sons with Wendy and Travis Kinnamon in 
Pennsylvania, but went to the Monkton- 
based Wyatt as a 2-year-old. Raven’s 
Choice’s first two starts came at Laurel 
Park, his third at Pimhco. He hunts regu¬ 
larly with the Elkridge-Harford Hounds, 
often with professional jump jockey Ross 


Geraghty aboard, and is as well known as 
any horse in the field. 

“The horse is just a class act,” said Win 
Lewis, Ann Jackson’s daughter and another 
valuable part of the team. “Todd will let 
him down and he’ll come home and get 
turned out and start trail riding in mid¬ 
summer. To have a racehorse you can bring 
home as a foxhunter and see on the farm 
means something.” 

Raven’s Choice won for the fifth time 
(one flat, one hurdle, three timber) in 18 
career starts. The $45,000 payday pushed 
his career earnings to $121,327. 

THE RACE 

Beecher and Wyatt talked strategy 
beforehand and filled each other with con¬ 
fidence. The Hunt Cup field went 11 deep 
and included the first two finishers from 
2014, Guts For Garters and Imperial Way. 
Beyond them, questions abounded. 

Two-time race winner TwiU Do was 
back for another try at age 15, but would 
need to rewind the watch to be competi¬ 
tive. Spencer Road upset the 2014 Grand 
National, the only real bright spot on 
his resume. Inexperience and past perfor¬ 
mance dogged the rest. Raven’s Choice was 
no longshot, but he was a Hunt Cup rookie 
and you never know how horses will adapt 
to the distance, the jumping, the pressure. 

“He didn’t go great at the Grand 
National, they were going quick and a little 
greenness came out in him,” Wyatt said. “I 



was kind of scratching my head a little bit. 
You always have that doubt.” 

Beecher wondered about the pace sce¬ 
nario. 

“I don’t think there’s anyone to go 
along in front. I might have to go in front 
a little bit and hopefully someone comes 
along,” he told his trainer. 

“Do whatever you want,” Wyatt rephed. 

“He must have a heU of a lot of trust 
in me,” Beecher said to himself afterward. 

The race began slowly. Twill Do and 
James Stierhoff jumped the first two fences 
in front of Almarmooq (James Slater) and

Guts For Garters (Jody Petty) with Raven’s 
Choice fourth. 

Coming to the 4-foot-9 third, Twill Do 
led with Raven’s Choice second. Far to 
their left, Joshua G. put in a massive leap 
and pulled jockey Sarah Shaffer toward the 
front. They were 10 lengths clear by the 
fourth fence, up by 20 shortly thereafter 
and even farther in front a mile later. The 


others stayed relatively close together and 
in formation. A distant second coming 
to the 12th fence. Raven’s Choice blun¬ 
dered, nearly losing Beecher and causing 
the jockey to lose his whip. Guts For 
Garters tracked in fourth, with Imperial 
Way just behind. 

‘d was minding him and when I got to 
the 12th it’s a good fence to let a horse get 


a breather and also say. Well how much are 
you allowed to do by yourself?’ ” Beecher 
said. ‘‘He took the bridle to go on to it 
and then kind of realized this is big and 
started to back up. Thank God he kept his 
balance.” 

Joshua G. finally showed signs of wilt¬ 
ing at the 16 th, taking out a rail while stiU 
leading. Raven’s Choice was second. Guts 
For Garters inched closer. Imperial Way 
kept pace. Raven’s Choice took the lead 
at the 19th, pulling Guts For Garters and 
Imperial Way along as the race’s three best 
horses came together for the final stages. 

After a slight left mrn toward the 20th, 
Baumgardner’s lead pad slipped out from 
under the saddle and girths, and feU behind. 
Her horse passed Guts For Garters before 
the second-last and went after Raven’s 
Choice. They jumped the last two on even 
terms, with Imperial Way putting a half- 
length on his rival a few strides after the 
last. The margin stayed that way to the 
hne, seemingly handing Imperial Way the 
win for Merriefield Farm, trainer Elizabeth 
Voss and Baumgardner after losing by a 
nose in 2014. 

“I crossed the line and I gave Bethany 
a big handshake and a pat on the back 
because I knew she only lost by a nose last 
year,” said Beecher. “I know what it is like 
to lose. I got beat on Private Attack [2010] 
here and that was 5 lengths. It’s tough.” 

It would get much tougher. 
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THE RUNNER-UP 

Baumgardner pulled up and returned to 
a triumphant scene of hugs, smiles, cheers, 
high fives, cold water on a hot horse and 
thoughts of Voss’ father Tom, who trained 
Imperial Way in his early days as a steeple¬ 
chaser before dying in January 2014. 

The jockey, who won her first NS A race 
two weeks earlier at My Lady’s Manor, dis¬ 
mounted and unbuckled the girths. 

“As soon as I jumped off and went to 
pull the tack off my horse I was like ‘Oh, 
no,’ ” she said. Baumgardner mentioned 
it quietly to assistant trainer Gary Murray, 
whose first reaction was hopeful. Perhaps 
the pad had slipped off after the finish 
line and not during the race. There was no 
such lucky break. Baumgardner went to the 
scale, weighed in at 141 pounds (instead of 
165) and was disqualified. 

“The rules are the rules,” the jockey 
said. “I knew I was short weight. I didn’t 
feel anything happen. I couldn’t.” 

Dejected but not crushed, B aumgardner 
answered questions afterward—talking into 
a television camera and various notebooks 
and recorders while also accepting good 
wishes from friends, family and MaUblu 
the pit buU. 

In 18 career starts on the flat, over 
hurdles and over timber. Imperial Way 
has never won but owns two perfect trips 
around the toughest timber course in the 
world. 


“He’s awesome,” Baumgardner said. 
“He is a machine. He loves this race 
course. He’s a big jumper, he’s a big gal¬ 
loper so this is the course for him and I’m 
just really lucky to have a spin like that 
around here. Both years the horse has just 
been phenomenal. 

“We’U be back.” 

THE REST OF THE STORY 

All but three of the starting 11 finished 
as Brands Hatch lost Adair Stifel at the 
third. Sovereign Fund lost Annie Yeager at 
the 14th and Aknarmooq fell at the 19th. 

Though unable to quicken with the 
first two. Guts For Garters finished in the 
top three for the third consecutive year. 
Despite his pace heroics, Joshua G. crossed 
the line fifth. Twill Do completed the 
course for the fifth time. 

Raven’s Choice was the youngest win¬ 
ner since Buck Jakes scored as a 7-year-old 
in 1995. 

Wyatt has turned a rare triple with 
Raven’s Choice—breaking the horse’s 
maiden on the flat, over hurdles and over 
timber. 

Imperial Way’s disquahfication was 
the first in the Hunt Cup since 1948 
when Carolina finished first but was dis¬ 
qualified for jumping the eighth fence 
instead of the 18th—handing the win to 
Peterski. Cary Jackson was second aboard 
Darkofthemoon. H

Gardners enjoy success with homebred 
Grand National winner Serene Harbor

T im Gardner goes way back with 
Thoroughbred racing, long before he 
and his wife Nina became breed¬ 
ers in Pennsylvania—before they went on 
their first date to the Washington, D.C., 
International Horse Show, before they 
became noted heart doctors, before they 
did foal watching, before they found out 
what it was hke to win races on the flat and 
over jumps, before they campaigned top- 
class event horses. 

“I grew up in Washington and my 
father had a couple of racehorses here and 
there,” Gardner said while watching the 
Fair HiU Point-to-Point Races April 19 in 
Maryland. ‘‘But way back, our family picnic 
on the Fourth of July was in the infield at 
Charles Town. It was an old country place 
then, and a big thing we did as a family.” 
He’s been hooked ever since. 

The Gardners turned a rare feat April 
18 when homebred Serene Harbor won 


the $30,000 Grand National at Butler, 
Md. —adding a timber stakes to the Nepal 
Stakes (on the dirt) he won at Penn 
National in 2009. The 12-year-old bay 
gelding started his racing career in 2006 
for trainer Li 22 ie Merryman. He won four 
times and added stakes-placings in the 
2007 Smarty Jones Classic and Alphabet 
Soup and WiUy Wank Handicaps before 
seemingly capping his career with a fourth 
in the 2009 Docent Handicap. 

Then Nina Gardner met Todd 
McKenna. Serene Harbor is a half-brother 
to timber stakes performer Shady Valley 
and had caught the eye of several poten¬ 
tial steeplechase buyers over the years. 
McKenna was the last one. 

“Nina came back from some sort 
of lunch with the [Pennsylvania] Horse 
Breeders three or four years ago and talked 
about this nice guy she met,” Tim said. “It 
was Todd and he’s had [Serene Harbor] for 




a few years. He rode him two years ago, 
then had to lay him off for a year [with a 
suspensory], and now he’s back.” 

In a big way.

Serene Harbor skipped the 2015 Hunt 
Cup, but could be a factor someday. 

“I think a lot of him,” said Yeager, ‘d 
knew Raven’s Choice was nice and that 
Senior Senator can run well too. I just 
figured I would keep him pretty close 
and track [Raven’s Choice]. My horse was 


pretty strong and pulled me past Raven’s 
Choice and I thought I better sit behind 
Senior Senator until we were turning for 
home.” 

Serene Harbor charged to the front in 
the long run-in, and held on for his third 
win in six timber tries.

he was a person I don’t know if 
he’d be your friend because he’s kind of 
opinionated,” she said. “He thinks highly 
of himself, but he’s good to be around. I 
don’t think I’ve ever ridden a timber horse 
that’s got as much scope as he does. I saw 
some pretty long strides and he can leave 
from anywhere.” 

While doing their residencies at Johns 
Hopkins, the Gardners hved in the Green 
Spring Valley hunting country and attend¬ 
ed the Maryland timber meets. They rode, 
started breeding Thoroughbreds and were 
on their way when they moved to Chester 
County, Pa., in 1993. Now they have a 
farm, five commercial mares plus a few 
others, and breed racehorses and eventers. 
A week after the Grand National, they 
were represented by Cambalda at the Rolex 
Kentucky three-day event. 

‘We’ve had a very nice time,” said Tim. 
‘We used to do the foal watching ourselves 
with a television in our bedroom. We were 
both doctors working crazy hours and we 
never got any sleep. We don’t do the foal 
watching ourselves anymore, but we’re 
involved.” 

Nina Gardner recently retired from 
her career in medicine. Tim is a past presi¬ 


dent of the American Heart Association 
and used be the head of heart surgery at 
the University of Pennsylvania Medical 
Center. Now, he’s the medical director of 
Christiana Care’s Center for Heart and 
Vascular Health in Delaware. 

Horses provide an outlet, a business, a 
challenge. 

“We love the competition, we love the 
horse management side of it,” said Tim. 
“Our life is rich, not that way, a lot of 
money goes to the horses. But it’s reward¬ 
ing, it’s a second way of life that we enjoy 
tremendously. We like horse people, we like 
animals. It’s a great mix and another part 
of outlives.” 

MCKENNA, YEAGER 
TEAM UP FOR SECOND WIN 

One race after the stakes score. Serene 
Harbor’s stablemate Sovereign Fund made 
light work of a $20,000 Benjamin Murray 
Memorial allowance timber. Owned by 
Upland Parmers, the 9-year-old was last 
of 10 early before flying toward the front 
with a half-mile to go. Yeager didn’t ask for 
much, but the son of Giant’s Causeway 


poured it on—winning by IVi lengths over 
Guts For Garters (Ire) and Class Brahms. 

Yeager loved the ride, her eighth steeple¬ 
chase win since crossing over to the sport 
from eventing in 2012. 

“I started riding him last year and he 
was always a great jumper but a little bit 
one-paced,” she said. “He’d be fourth and 
third, fourth and third. We ran him in the 
Pennsylvania Hunt Cup as a maiden last 
year, just because we thought he’d tike the 
added distance and bigger fences. He ran 
awesome.” 

The Kentucky-bred brings plenty of 
pedigree to the table as a half-brother to 
graded stakes winner and $2 million earner 
Marsh Side. Sovereign Fund lost six starts 
for his breeder Robert “Shell” Evans and 
trainers Barclay Tagg and Ned Drysdale 
in 2008 and 2009, wound up at Parx 
Racing—winning four times over the next 
two seasons while sliding to the $5,000 
claiming level. McKenna bought the future 
timber horse in 2013. 

“He looks like a draft horse in the win¬ 
ter, he’s got white legs and long feathers 
and he was slow, super sound, just slow,” 
Yeager said. “Todd took his time, hunted 
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Sumo Power (right) and Erika Jayior, over the iast with Our Town in the Western Run Piate and running for 
second, were awarded the victory three weeks iater upon the disquaiification of Major Maiibu.

Sumo Power, an off-season purchase by 
trainer Blythe Miller Davies for owner 
Charhe Noell, wound up winning the 
Western Run Plate timber for amateur/ 
apprentice jockeys when Mahbu Moon was 
disqualified for failing a post-race drug test. 

Major Mahbu built an early lead, 
allowed Great Halo to race up front mid¬ 
way through, then took command again on 
the straight run toward the finish-at one 
point leading by 20 lengths with two fences 
to go. Sumo Power and Our Town chewed 
into the margin late, but came up just short 
as Major Mahbu hung on by IV 2 lengths 
over Sumo Power with Our Town a neck 
back in third after 3 miles in 6:35. 

Three weeks after the race, stewards 
issued a ruhng that disquahfied the winner 
for testing positive for dexamethasone in 
excess of the maximum permitted thresh¬ 
old. Used under the brand name Azium in 
horses, dexamethasone is an anti-inflam¬ 


matory and has a 72-hour withdrawal time 
under rules used by the Mid-Atiantic racing 
states, which the National Steeplechase 
Association follows. 

Trainer Willie Dowhngwas fined $1,000 
and Major Mahbu was disquahfied and 
declared unplaced, and purse money was 
redistributed. 

The decision handed the win to Sumo 
Power, a 9-year-old Dynaformer gelding 
who won twice over hurdles for owner 


Buck Kisor and trainer Mike Berryman. 
Converted to timber in 2013, he placed 
three times before being sold to his current 
connections. 

The Kenmcky-bred teamed up with 
first-year apprentice jockey Erika Taylor 
this year and together they finished third 
over timber at Cheshire Point-to-Point in 
March, and were third again at the Loudoun 
Point-to-Point in April. Davies wound up 
training the first three finishers. ■

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Rewarding Career 

Grinding Speed adds My Lady’s Manor 
to burgeoning life as a timber horse

B efore he spoke at the Go Jump 
Racing steeplechase ownership semi¬ 
nar, Mike Wharton fired up a Power 
Point presentation entitled The Trials and 
Tribulations of the Small-Scale Owner. 

Then he pulled out the trophy from the 
My Lady's Manor, the historic $30,000 tim¬ 
ber stakes his horse Grinding Speed won 
the day before. The Manor began in 1909 
and is now a major stop on the National 
Steeplechase Association timber schedule. 
Grinding Speed was born in 2006 and is 
now a major player in any timber race he 
enters. 

Wharton goes along for the ride, which 
has thus far balanced out any trials and 
tribulations. 

Grinding Speed won his fourth tim¬ 
ber stakes-adding the Manor to two 
International Gold Cups and a Virginia 
Gold Cup-since making the conversion 
from a short hurdle career in 2012. The 
Manor was one of the 9-year-old gelding's 
best—though it nearly didn't happen. 

^A month ago, we thought, ‘That's 
it, another season we'U sit out,"’ train¬ 
er Alicia Murphy said. “We thought he 
had another broken shoulder, his second 
one. Field games, playing in the field. We 
couldn't X-ray it with a portable machine, 
we thought about sending him for a nucle¬ 
ar scan and then my vet said, ‘Let's wait 
and see.' Three days later, he started going 
sound, then within a week, we were rock¬ 
ing on again.” 

By April 11, Grinding Speed was rock¬ 
ing his way to a 1 y 2 -length win on the tra¬ 
ditional course in Monkton, Md., winning 
for the first time at his local track. The 
Maryland-bred son of Grindstone finished 
second in a maiden race in 2012, fell while 
in contention in the feature two years ago 
and finished third behind front-running 
Nat Grew last year. 


This year was different. Mark Beecher 
placed Grinding Speed well off the dueling 
pacesetters Tax Ruling and Senior Senator, 
and well in front of the closers. Straight 
to It, Dakota Slew and Cornhusker (GB). 
Turning for home with two fences to go, 
Beecher swung Grinding Speed wide, like 
he was passing a drifting camper on the 
highway, popped the last two fences and 
won easily over a game Senior Senator and 
Tax Ruhng. It was nearly 8 lengths back to 
the expected closers, who failed to close. 

Beecher, who has ridden Grinding 
Speed in 14 consecutive starts, felt content 
the whole way. 

“I thought it was the perfect spot, you 
knew Tax was going to take you along at 
a good gallop. Senior Senator ran a good 
race at Cheshire (Point-to-Point), he's a 
nice horse on the way up. I thought if I 
jumped off and sat right behind them, 
nobody would be around me and I figured 
the others would want to sit right behind 
me,” Beecher said. “He jumped super, it 
was redemption for two years ago. I want¬ 
ed room at the last two, not to be cocky 
about it, but I felt hke I had enough horse 
to beat the ones in front, I didn't want to 
have an excuse if one of them messed up 
in front of me, I wanted plenty of Hght.” 

Grinding Speed made his own hght, 
winning for the sixth time over timber 
to go with a hurdle win in a steeplechase 
career that started with a fall in 2010. 
The slow start should have been familiar 
because Grinding Speed lost six of seven 
starts on the flat—going short (future sire 
Despite the Odds won the debut), long, 
dirt and turf. The lone win came for a 
$5,000 claiming price at Colonial Downs in 
2009. Murphy and Wharton saw the fumre 
star shortly thereafter and were sold. 

They tried him, bought him, taught 
him to jump. He won a maiden hurdle at 
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Middleburg spring in 2011 and finished 
second in allowance company, but timber 
was always on the agenda. 

Bred by Alan, Mark, Mitchell and 
Madehne Khne, Grinding Speed rolled 
right up the ladder by winning or placing 
second in his first six tries over the boards 
in 2012. The next year, he fell in the Manor, 
but won the Virginia Gold Cup. His 2014 
started with four losses, but ended with a 
win. Along the way, he sat from May 2013 
to April 2014, with a broken right shoulder. 

‘‘He owes me nothing, he’s been a good 
servant to me, he’s only 9 which is young 
for a timber horse, every time I get on him, 
it’s a privilege,” Beecher said. “He’s not 
difficult, he’s got all the class in the world. 
He’s maturing, which is hard to say when 
he’s already won Gold Cups. He’s getting 
it, you have to know him, sometimes he’s 
so good he gets himself in trouble, he 
might take on a jump when he shouldn’t 
be taking one on, you just have to mind 
him, that’s aU.” 

Wharton, an attorney in Annapohs, 
makes ownership work by helping Murphy 
with Grinding Speed’s care and working on 
race day. But that’s all part of the fun. He 
showed as a kid and galloped racehorses, 
but chose college and a law degree over 
a career in racing. Wharton came back to 
horses after law school, rode some amateur 
races and has owned a handful of horses.

“Typically our pattern is to find a 4-year- 
old that's decided he does not want to be 
at the track anymore ” Wharton said, “Past 
performance is important to a certain 
extent, but what's more important to me 
is conformation, breeding and especially 
attitude." 

Grinding Speed fits on aU three levels, 
and the trophies aren't bad either. 

HANKIN, FISHER WIN TWO 

Jockey Connor Hankin engineered his 
first double, taking both divisions of the 
John Rush Streett Memorial maiden tim¬ 
ber. The 21 -year-old University of Virginia 
junior guided Two's Company (Jre) to win 
the first division and BaUyHfen (Jre) to win 
the second. Bruton Street-US, a syndicate 
led by Charhe Fenwick Jr., Charhe Noell 
and Hankin's father, Mike, imported the 
winners last season and sent them to 
trainer Jack Fisher. 


Two's Company made four starts at 
point-to-points before being purchased 
by Bruton Street while Ballyhfen had 
won two chases for top English trainer 
Jonjo O'Neill. Connor Hankin schooled 
both before they were purchased—riding 
BaUyHfen at O'Neill's yard Jackdaws Castle 
and doing ring work with Two's Company. 

“They're two nice horses," Hankin said. 
“I was more confident with Ballyhfen 
with his jumping and Two's Company is 
a greener horse, I knew he could jump, 
but I just wanted to get a good round of 
jumping with him and I was more about 
winning with Bally, In both races I wanted 
to be handy but everybody wanted to duke 
it out on the front end. People seem to kick 
for home early at the Manor." 

Ballyhfen finished second in his timber 
debut late last year, and handled nine foes 
at the Manor, defeating Dax by AVi lengths 
with Prime Prospector third. Making his 


debut under rules. Two's Company scored 
by 2 lengths over Le Chevaher with Lea 
Von third in a field of 10. 

BAUMGARDNER 
EARNS FIRST WIN 

Veteran jockeys were forced to scram¬ 
ble in the finale. Not for room on the 
turn but for handles on the water cooler. 
Bethany Baumgardner won her first career 
race aboard Snow Bh 22 ard (Ire). 

Minutes later, jockeys dumped a cooler 
of ice water on the Monkton native. Her 
smile only got wider. 

Second, beaten a nose, aboard the 
Eh 2 abeth Voss-trained Imperial Way in the 
Maryland Hunt Cup last year, Baumgardner 
was ready for a breakthrough. 

“That was awesome, something I've 
been waiting for, it was incredible," she 
said of the first NS A win. “After the Hunt

Cup last year, it was like, ‘I just want to win 
one. I just want to win one.’ It was great 
that it finally happened. I hve 3 miles up 
the street, born and raised. Family didn’t do 
it, grew up riding event horses, I graduated 
high school a year early to start galloping 
horses full time at Vosses, when I found 
I could get paid to ride; been there ever 
since.” 

Baumgardner received the biggest ova¬ 
tion of any winner, led by her brother, her 
mother and a local rooting section that 
would have made the bleacher section of 
Whgley Field proud. 

“I never had any intentions of riding 
races. Riding event horses, you’re out on 
your own and don’t have to worry about 
30 others. Then I got the opportunity to 
ride my first point-to-point on a horse 
I had been riding for years and I had an 
absolute blast, I got the bug. Hey Mickey. 
He was awesome. I loved it.” 


Imported from Ireland for Equinox 
Farm and Nancy Knox, Snow Bh 22 ard 
won at the Manor in 2013. Baumgardner 
picked up the ride in 2014 and has a win 
and two seconds on the 8-year-old son of 
Sadler’s Wells. 

‘T came into Snow Bh 22 ard last spring 
and I’ve loved him. He’s not the easi¬ 
est horse, but he’s a super jumper, we’ve 
meshed a lot better since last year. Now, I 
know him well, I ride him every day. I’m 
really lucky to have him,” Baumgardner 
said. “I was really happy because he settled 
much better. He’s usually keen, I wanted to 
bide my time, he settled after two fences, 
then it was just cruising, jumping well, tak¬ 
ing me along, when we ran down the hiU I 
knew I had a lot of horse. When I soared 
the last, I looked back and said, d’ve got 
this. I’ve got this.’” ■

Leading trainer Fisher fiies to top 
with fast start to steepiechase season

E ight-time champion trainer Jack 
Fisher came out swinging this spring, 
winning eight races from his first 32 
starters, four better than his closest rival 
Jimmy Day through April. Fisher does 
it with quantity and quality, sending out 
nearly twice as many starters as any trainer 
in the sport but also winning big stakes. 

Gillian Johnston’s Mr. Hot Stuff won 
the Temple Gwathmey-G3 at Middleburg 
April 18 and Andre Brewster’s Selection 
Sunday bested Fisher-trained stablemate 
Schoodic in the Queen’s Cup Novice 
Stakes at Queen’s Cup April 25. 


The most popular steeplechase horse 
in the country, Mr. Hot Smff added to 
his legend with his second graded stakes 
triumph over hurdles. On the Triple Crown 
trail for WinStar Farm and trainer Eoin 
Hatty back in 2009—he finished third in 
the Santa Anita Derby-Gl, 15th in the 
Kentucky Derby-Gl and eighth in the 
Belmont Stakes-Gl —Mr. Hot Stuff won 
for the fifth time over hurdles, spread out 
over three seasons and five years. 

‘T don’t think he’s putting that much 
out at the end, but I stiU hope it wasn’t 
too hard a race. I thought he was ready 


but I know Decoy Daddy is very tough 
around here,” Fisher said. ‘Tt’s good for 
steeplechase racing to see that horse, after 
two years, come back in winning fashion.” 

Three-time Gwathmey winner Decoy 
Daddy (Jre) settled for second this time, 
beaten a neck while giving 10 pounds to 
the winner. 

Selection Sunday didn’t start with as 
much hype as Mr. Hot Stuff but came 
with credentials. Bred in Kentucky by 
Dr. John Chandler, the 6-year-old son of 
Harlan’s Holiday and the Quiet American 
mare Ntombi won twice on the flat for 
trainer Alan Goldberg before transitioning 
to Fisher for the 2014 season. 

Selection Sunday bookended his season 
with wins last year and began this season 
with another win, staving off Schoodic in 
an attritional novice stakes. 

Fisher-trained Choral Society made a 
mistake at the first, losing jockey Sean 
McDermott. Last year’s novice champion 
All the Way Jose blundered early, losing 
Willie McCarthy. Long House Saint (Ire) 
shpped on the turn while well held and 
Portrade (Ire) fell at the second-last while 
rehnquishing the lead. Selection Sunday 
stayed on his hooves to take the $75,000 
stakes, improving his hurdle record to 
three wins from eight starts. 

SYMPOSIUM, SALE 
DEEMED A SUCCESS 

The inaugural Go Jump Racing steeple¬ 
chase sale took place April 12 at Shawan 
Downs in Maryland and featured an owner 
symposium/discussion with Dogwood 
Stable’s Cot Campbell, Grinding Speed’s 
owner Mike Wharton and HaU of Fame 
trainer Jonathan Sheppard. 

They spoke in front of roughly 200 
people, who watched schoohng demon¬ 
strations and a sale of prospects to close 
the event. 

Highlight of the sale was a $30,000 bid 
for a 50-percent lease of stakes hurdler 
Barnstorming offered by Sheppard. Sherry 
Fenwick, Mary Charlotte Parr, Pedie KiUe- 
brew and Ben Lucas teamed up to buy the 
share and will campaign the 9-year-old son 
of Thunder Gulch with Sheppard. Barn¬ 
storming placed in the Grade 1 Colonial 
Cup and New York Turf Writers Cup last 
year while earning $63,500. 

Lucas, a longtime steeplechase fan, is a 
first-time owner. 

‘‘My father loved the horses, mostly 
flat track so I grew up in that household,”

Lucas said. ‘‘Ids just something IVe always 
wanted to do. Lm retired now and this is 
one of the things on my bucket list. IVe 
been a spectator for 60 years. Thads what 
we did and I got into a small syndicate 
which made it even less painful financially. 
We’re really looking forward to it.” 

JUMPING AROUND 

■ Minutes after the Middieburg Hunt Cup, 
Ahcia Murphy and BiUy Santoro swapped 
turns and stories. Cornhusker (GB), the 
subject of both, walked placidly under the 
green barn at Glenwood Park as his trainer 
walked him, then his exercise rider walked 
him. 

Murphy, the trainer, laughed at the sto¬ 
ries told about Cornhusker over the years. 
Santoro, the exercise rider, echoed some 
and laughed as well. That’s what a win wiQ 
do for you. 

Owned by Armata Stable, the son of 
Dynaformer returned to form with a win 
in the timber feature at the Middieburg 
Spring Races April 18. Ridden for the first 
time by Jeff Murphy, Cornhusker bided 
time early and weaved through traffic late 
to score for the fourth time over timber 
and fourth time since joining Murphy’s 
Maryland-based barn. 

Imported for 30,000 guineas from 
Juddmonte’s draft at the Tatters aUs Autumn 
Sale in 2010, Cornhusker won twice over 
hurdles while tanghng with the sport’s 
best when trained by Tom Voss. Armata 
switched the gelding to Murphy for a 
change of scenery and a change of occu¬ 
pation. He improved his timber record to 
four wins from 10 starts, including timber 
features at Middieburg Spring twice and 
the Mason Houghland at Nashville. 

“He isn’t easy, BiUy rides him every day 
and gets along with him great,” Murphy said. 

Wheehng back in a week after finishing 
a dull sixth at My Lady’s Manor, Corn¬ 
husker won comfortably. 

“I think the ground had a lot to do with 
today, I never thought he had a problem 
with heavy ground but that’s what riders 
have come back and said,” Murphy said. 
“At the Manor, even though he was sec- 
ond-to-last, it wasn’t that bad, watching the 
replay, I thought we would be OK. I wasn’t 
worried about him coming back in a week, 
not the way he trained this week. He hkes it 
here. He didn’t look that happy during the 
race but a lot of the race fell apart, it was 
easy for him.” 


■ With several race meets scheduled for 
the same days in April, Irish jockey Danny 
MuUins filled a gap at the Atlanta Steeple¬ 
chase and Queen’s Cup. Like spackle in a 
nail hole, he booted home four winners 
from his first seven American rides, includ¬ 
ing the Queen’s Cup novice stakes aboard 
Selection Sunday. MuQins won three races 
for Fisher and picked up a spare for Janet 
Elliot as well. 

Mullins returned to Ireland in time 
to steer FeHx Yonger (Ire) to a win the 
Grade 1 BoyleSports Champion Chase at 
Punches town for his uncle Willie Mullins 
April 28-three days after a double at the 
Queen’s Cup. 

“I’m just back from 10 days in the U.S. 
I rode four winners and two seconds from 
seven rides between meetings in Atlanta 
and North Carolina, where I won the 
Queen’s Cup,” Mullins told the Racing Post 
“Sean McDermott is riding over there as 
first jockey to a trainer named Jack Fisher. 
They had a lot of runners during the time 
I was there and that’s how the link came 
about.” 

■ South Carohna-based trainer Nancy 
Ruch won her first steeplechase race when 
Ginobi wired maiden claimers at Queen’s 
Cup. Owned by Smallwood Stable, the 
6-year-old mare improved her steeplechase 
record to four on-the-board efforts from 
five tries over hurdles. Bred in Maryland by 
Bonita Farm, the daughter of Go for Gin 
made 15 starts on the flat before transfer¬ 
ring to Ruch and steeple chasing. Bernie 
Dalton guided her to the win, she increased 
her steeplechase earnings to $19,400.

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Ips the 1930s. YouVe just been handed the 
reins of the Maryland Horse, an idea really, not 
yet the famous trade magazine it would be¬ 
come. You work for an association of visionar¬ 
ies who see the need to promote horse breeding 
in Maryland, but the association cannot afford 
office space, so you work out of your home at 
10 Dixie Drive in Towson. You scribble notes 
and quotes and stuff them into a file drawer in 
your desk. Literary gestation is occurring. Birth 
takes place when the drawer overflows. You 
spank your notes into sentences for your col¬ 
umn, the "Editor's Saddlebag." The Maryland 
Horse magazine is bom in your house. 

Think, though, if you lived now, Mr. Hum¬ 
phrey S. Finney, in the spring of 2015? 

What would you put in your Editor's Sad¬ 
dlebag, Finney? Let's set the scene: You work 
in a cramped office space leased in a building 
adjacent to a car dealership in a busy Baltimore 
suburb, detached from any connection to the 
horse community. 

At lunchtime, you listen to public radio, 
and today, you jot down the name of a Uni¬ 
versity of Maryland professor you hear on the 
Dan Rodricks Show. She is not speaking about 
the huge economic impact of the upcoming 
Preakness race; rather, she speaks about race 
relations in a tom city. You make a note to in¬ 
terview her for the magazine, to ask her how 
the horse community could become integrated 
with the youth of Baltimore City, home to Pim¬ 
lico, home to the Preakness. 

You would ask for her help in creating 
internships on horse farms that could lead 
to scholarships at colleges that offer equine 
courses. 

You would show her a photo from 50 years 
ago of Maryland Horse Breeders Association 
secretary Betty Miller leading a class of young 
city students on a Pied Piper journey around a 
beautiful farm, cupola of a barn as a backdrop, 
introducing a world of possibilities, opening a 
door to a life off the streets. 


Into your Editor's Saddlebag would fall ex¬ 
ample essays on the fresh efforts of the Timo- 
nium Fair board, heretofore under-appreciative 
of its lessee, the Fasig-Tipton Company, a loyal 
stalwart providing a sales market through lean 
times in the Mid-Atlantic. 

You check your notes from a year ago, when 
several high-priced 2-year-olds at last spring's 
sale pushed open their screw-eye-riddled door 
latches and wandered the blacktop hard by 
York Road. You cite that as a tipping point. 
What if Kentucky Derby starters Dortmund, 
a $140,000 purchase, or Materiality, a $400,000 
purchase, had met with post-sale disaster while 
still on the grounds? You would congratulate 
new Timonium president Andy Cashman for 
hiring a crew of Amish carpenters to replace 
the shopworn woodwork of the old barns. 

Oh, and you'd travel happily to the handful 
of breeding farms who've soldiered on to reach 
the present-day resurgence of breeding in the 
state. Up and up in the past three years are 
numbers of mares bred, foals delivered, stal¬ 
lions at stud. One farm alone will deliver more 
than 100 Maryland-bred foals this spring. 

Then you would reflect how plans for a rid¬ 
ing ring to benefit Maryland's shell-shocked 
veterans could be a battleground of self-inter¬ 
est. Your notes would test your literary crafts¬ 
manship, and still not capture the confusion. 

And so you'd drop the matter, and write 
instead about the brand-new wagering facility 
inside the Horseshoe Casino in downtown 
Baltimore, a new OTB, the first in a decade, 
and not some failing retrofitted restaurant, 
and not named to fail, a la Poor Jimmy's, sym¬ 
bol for an entire network of obsolescent ciga- 
rette-butt-strewn parlors. 

And at last, you would sit on the concrete 
floor of a public storage warehouse, and care¬ 
fully turn the pages of ancient books from the 
fabulous collection of the Selima Room recently 
donated to the MHBA by the Prince George's 
County Library system. The Selima Room

currently houses the turf li¬ 
brary of William Woodward, 
owner of Belair Stud in Bow¬ 
ie, breeder of Triple Crown 
winners Gallant Fox and 
Omaha. You would dream of 
the day when the Maryland 
Horse Breeders would have 


an appropriate space, perhaps 
even its own building, to pro¬ 
mote this sport, to house the 
Woodward collection, to en¬ 
sure that future generations of 
Maryland horse people would 
know who and what preced¬ 
ed them. You make a note to 


write to the National Sporting 
Library in Middleburg and to 
the Keeneland Library in Ken¬ 
tucky, to cast about the idea 
of creating a Triple Crown of 
equine libraries. 

You'd blow the dust off a 
leather-bound book, and read 


of former worlds, filling your 
mind with knowledge for fu¬ 
ture columns of the Editor's 
Saddlebag. ^ 

Editor's Note: Thanks for the 
ideas. Plenty of work to be done, 
as always, for writers and horse 
people.

7^/4-length victory was even 
more noteworthy for it was 
the fourth year in a row that 
Salzman won the first juvenile 
race of the season at the Mary¬ 
land tracks. 

In addition, the filly was 
Weigelia's first winner. Bren¬ 
da's Way has continued to 
show her affinity for the Bal¬ 
timore track, winning three 
times in six starts, and finish¬ 
ing second in two others. ^

N ew Farm homebred Rainbow 
Heir, a winner of two stakes 
last year, has been named New 
Jersey-bred Horse of the Year for 
2014. Rainbow Heir was also named 
champion New Jersey-bred handicap 
horse and champion sprinter. 

Rainbow Heir, the New Jersey- 
bred champion 3-year-old of 2013, 
had another successful campaign at 4 
with three wins from five starts and 
earnings of $147,750. He captured 
the $100,000-added Teddy Drone 
Stakes against open company in 
impressive fashion, scoring by 314 
lengths over a veteran group of stakes 
horses in a final time of 1:09.02 for 
6 furlongs. He dominated in his 
next start, the New Jersey Breeder s 
Handicap, drawing off over the sloppy 
track to win by 1214 lengths. Trained 
by Ben Perkins Jr., the son of Wildcat 
Heir out of the Prospectors Gamble 
mare Rainbow Pride has career 
earnings of $321,210 from a dozen 
starts.

Trained by his breeder/owner, Posse Dreamin finished 2014 
with earnings of $91,750. 

Exit Stage Left, the New Jersey-bred champion 2-year-old 
male of 2013, was named champion 3-year-old male after 
winning the $100,000 California Derby at Golden Gate Fields. 
The son of Noonmark—Hana J, by Peaks and Valleys, was 
bred by Bright View Farm Inc. Exit Stage Left is owned by 
Mark DeDomenico LLC and Jerry Hollendorfer and is trained 
by Hollendorfer. Through the end of last year, he had career 
earnings of $135,350 while undefeated in three starts. 




2013 New Jersey-bred Horseof the Year Geeky Gorgeous 
had a successful 2014 campaign, winning three stakes 
including the Regret Stakes at Monmouth Park.

Richard Malouf and Ed Broomes homebred More Than a 
Party is the champion 3-year-old filly after winning four of her 
seven starts in 2014. The daughter of More Than Ready—Party 
to Party, by Jules, started her year with a maiden special weight 
victory at Gulfstream Park Jan. 30 and won her next start by 
8% lengths against New Jersey-breds in allowance company. 

An allowance winner during the summer at Monmouth, and 
stakes-placed when third in the Eleven North Handicap against 
older runners, she finished the year with a 6-length victory in a 
Gulfstream Park allowance Dec. 18. Trained by Broome, More 
Than a Party earned $120,640 at 3. 

Geeky Gorgeous, the 2013 New Jersey-bred Horse of the 
Year, had another successful season in 2014, winning three 
stakes and earning the title of champion handicap mare for a 
second time.

The daughter of Devil His Due out of the Pure Prize 
mare Thatholeinmypocket defeated New Jersey-bred fillies and 
mares in the Eleven North Handicap before traveling to Charles 
Town to win the $100,000 Pink Ribbon Stakes. Geeky Gorgeous 
was bred by Joe-Dan Farm and owned and trained by Daniel J. 
Lopez. The 11-time winner finished 2014 with career earnings of 
$525,644. 

Kasey Two Racing LLC s Silent Appeal was honored as 
champion turf runner after his impressive victory in the Dan 
Horn Handicap at Monmouth Park. The son of Hook and 
Ladder is one of two 2014 New Jersey-bred champions out of 
the Peaks and Valleys mare Hana J, who is also the dam of Exit 
Stage Left. 



Silent Appeal won three of 10 starts and finished on the 
board in three other races for 2014 earnings of $94,320. Silent 
Appeal was bred by Bright View Farm and is trained by Claudio 
Gonzalez. 
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Hana J is the 2014 Broodmare of the Year. Bright 
View Farm bred and owns the 13-year-old daughter 
of Peaks and Valleys out of Judaire. Hana J has 
produced two blacktype winners from five starters. 
Exit Stage Left and Silent Appeal, who were both 
honored as 2014 New Jersey-bred champions. 

Hana J was the last foal produced by Bright 
View Farms homebred Judaire. A New Jersey-bred 
daughter of Explodent, Judaire won five stakes, 
two on turf and three on dirt, placed in three other 
stakes, and had career earnings of $186,798. Judaire 
produced seven winners from as many starters 
including two stakes winners, both bred by Bright 
View Farm. Judaires first foal was the 15-time 
winner Madam President, who won the Grecian 


Flight Stakes and two editions of the Castle Forbes 
Stakes. Judaire’s other stakes winner. Fresh Aire, 
won the Junior Champion Stakes and was four- 
times stakes-placed, including a third in the Grade 3 
Reeve Schley Jr. 

Defrere is the TBANJ s Stallion of the Year for the 
seventh consecutive year. A full brother to Eclipse 
Award winner and leading sire Dehere, Defrere 
(Deputy Minister—Sister Dot, by Secretariat) has 
sired 42 stakes horses in his career, with lifetime 
progeny earnings in excess of $28.4 million. In 2014, 
Defrere had total progeny earnings of $972,524. The 
23-year-old horse was retired at the end of the 2014 
breeding season. 


New Jersey-bred sells for $100,000 at OBS 


J ohn McCormack Bloodstock LLC purchased 
the only New Jersey-bred offered at the OBS 
Spring Sale of Two-Year-Olds in Training. From the 
consignment of Randy Miles, the Yes It’s True filly 
out of Act of Glory, bred by Bright View Farm, sold 
for $100,000 on April 23. 

Act of Glory, a daughter of Honour and Glory 
also bred by Bright View Farm in New Jersey, is the 
dam of seven other registered foals of racing age 
and five winners. Her most successful runner to 
date is the 2011 New Jersey-bred champion 3-year- 
old colt Freud’s Honour. The son of Freud won the 
Choice Stakes on the turf and placed in two separate 


New York Stallion Series Stakes. He finished his 
career with $226,580 in earnings and stands at stud 
at Birch Creek Farm in Cream Ridge. His first foals 
are yearlings this year. 

Bright View Farm also bred the filly’s second 
dam. Act of Magic (by Halo), a multiple graded 
stakes-placed New Jersey-bred. Another of Act of 
Magic’s daughters is Santaria, winner of the 1997 
New Jersey Futurity in her first start and placed 
in four graded stakes while earning $266,937.

Bred by C.J. Hesse Inc., Park 
Avenue Ball won in his first start 
on July 15, 2004, for Char-Mari 
Stable and trainer James Ryerson, 
defeating another eventual New 
Jersey-bred millionaire. Who’s the 
Cowboy. Park Avenue Ball came 
back two weeks later to take the 
Tyro Stakes and followed with a 
second in the Sapling Stakes-G3.

We miss Nancy at the Awards Din¬ 
ner because she is always foaling her 
own horses; she does not trust anyone 
else to do it right.

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Thomas G. McClay: Entrepreneur, 
Businessman and Horseman

Thomas G. McClay and his wife Mary Beth 
live in Hummelstown, Pa., just 11 miles from Penn 
National. About halfway between the track and 
his home is the Milton Hershey School which was 
McClay’s home from the time he was four years 
old until he left for college. He is a man who has 
always stayed close to his roots and supports the 
Hershey School and his community as much as he 
supports the racing and breeding program in the 
Commonwealth. 

With between 20-25 broodmares and the 
same number of yearlings, weanlings and horses 
in training, McClay works with bloodstock agent Ed 
Price in managing all aspects of his large stable. 
Price operates from his Mohns Hill Farm in Rein¬ 
holds, Pa., and for 25 years has bought and sold 
broodmares and racehorses and was instrumental 
in the acquisition of Pennsylvania stallions Lite the 
Fuse, Buddha, Weigelia and others. 

The pair met through mutual friends while 
dining at the track. “I was impressed with his 
knowledge,” said McClay, who as the former CEO 
of his own companies recognizes a successful 
businessman. 

“Tom and I discuss all decisions regarding his 
horses,” said Price. “We talk about everything. He 
invested $3 million in the PA breeding program in 
two years because of the financial incentives,” he 
said. “He rarely claims or sells a horse, but breeds 
to race.” 

McClay is a vibrant and successful entrepre¬ 
neur who lives life to the fullest and speaks openly 
about his youth, religion and desire to support the 
men and women who care for his horses. From 
humble beginnings he has sfayed true to the 
traditions ideals that were ingrained in him from 
an early age. 


A graduate of the Milton Hershey School 
Class of 1967, McClay attribufes his strong work 
ethic to his years living and attending classes at 
the private institution. “My dad had been diag¬ 
nosed with cancer when I was nine months old,” 
said McClay. “Back in those days there weren’t 
any cancer treatments like people go through now. 
The doctors found the disease and he was sent 
home and died within two weeks.” 

“My mom was a stay-at-home mother with 
young children. I followed my two brothers to 
Milton Hershey in 1952 and I graduated in June 
of ’67. It was a great school,” said McClay, who 
was an honor roll student as well as co-captain 
of the football team according to his biography as 
Alumnus of the Year in 2007. 

Milton and Catherine Hershey founded the 
school in 1909 and invested their wealth from the 
chocolate industry to develop the private school 
that offered a stable life for children without fam¬ 
ilies or who were in financial need. The Hershey 
School continues to be known for its small classes 
and rigorous combination of agricultural, voca¬ 
tional and academic learning cost-free. McClay 
frequently returns to mentor students and has of¬ 
fered internships within his companies to students 
from the school. 

McClay compared the school to a home with 
30 children. “We had house parents, we were 
disciplined-things were a lot different back then- 
but we accepted it, it was my home and I loved it.” 

His own work ethic was developed from an 
early age on the school’s farm. “We were up at 
4:45 every morning and I milked cows,” he said. 
“They had to be milked twice a day and those 
gals were always on schedule.” His mentor was a 
teacher named Ken Cook who shared with McClay

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his own belief that the future would offer the 
availability of computer systems that anyone 
could own. Following that premise, McClay 
enrolled in the electronics program at Hershey, 
graduated and went on to Boston to earn his 
associate degree in engineering in 1970 at 
Wentworth Institute of Technology, then his 
bachelor’s degree at Northeastern University. 
During his time at school a college roommate’s 
father introduced him to Thoroughbred racing 
with a trip to Suffolk Downs. 

Out of college McClay was offered his 
first job by Honeywell during a job fair in 1971. 
He worked repairing computer line controls 
and after a few years went out on his own. In 
1976 he founded one of his most successful 
companies, NRG Controls Inc., a company 
based in Harrisburg that developed automatic 
temperature control systems for schools, hospi¬ 
tals, health care and retail clients. 


“I was 10 years into it before I could 
afford to get involved in racing,” said McClay. 
“Penn National’s [publicity and marketing direc¬ 
tor] Fred Lipkin recommended Todd Beattie as 
a trainer and we bought a couple of horses.” 
Perhaps it is McClay’s many successes and 
even a few failed business ventures during his 
life that have offered him an insight into the 
lives of the horsemen who live on a racetrack’s 
bactetretch and the desire to help the hard¬ 
working trainers. 

“I understand the work ethic,” he said. 
“These people are up every morning before 5 
a.m. If any of them are wealthy I haven’t seen 
it. But trainers have to understand it from an 
owner’s viewpoint. I know they all have times 
when they worry about getting paid. But it is 
important to me that they call me-let me know 
what is going on. 

“I laid it out to all of them because I want 
to enjoy the journey,” he said. “As a board 


member of Penn National’s HBPA and a horse 
owner I want to understand what is happening. 
For me it is all about education and that is why 
I serve on the board.” He currently employs 
about six different trainers at Penn National 
and Presque Isle and Ramon Preciado from 
Parx. Ed Price said McClay is interested in 
each trainer’s reputation and the care he or 
she provides for the horses. “All of our horses 
start at 2 or 3-year-olds,” he said. “They come 
up from Best A Luck Farm in Reddick, Florida, 
after being broke and we sit down and decide 
to which trainer they will ship. Every horse is 
different and so are the trainers.” 

Penn National trainer Brandon Kulp met 
McClay in 2008 when he was 25 years old and 
had just started training. “I met Brandon and 
liked the way he cared for his horses,” said 
McClay. “He communicates well and I decided 
to give him a horse.” Kulp describes McClay

as very straight-forward. “He doesn’t beat 
around the bush and he lets you know what he 
expects but he puts good horses in your barn 
and stays pretty involved, but will let you do 
your thing. It is a good mix. 

“I usually have about four horses for 
Tom,” he said. “He is great to train for as he 
doesn’t breed cheap horses and they are 
almost always PA-Breds. When I get a horse 
from him I am pretty excited because you can 
expect them to have ability due to their breed¬ 
ing. Tom’s been very good to me." In 2012 
McClay’s homebred Kyma became Kulp’s first 
stakes winner when he won the Pennsylvania 
Governor’s Cup. “He was the best horse I have 
ever had,” said Kulp. “We retired him after a 
recurring tendon problem because we did not 
want to drop down in class and run him for a 
claiming tag.” 

For the past five years McClay has been 
among the top 10 PA breeders-his best 
season was 2013 when his awards totaled 
$152,507. Of his 19 homebreds that earned 
awards that year Raging Smoke and Kelly 
Rock accounted for over $119,000 in PA-Bred 
stakes purses and breeder, stallion and bonus 
awards according to the PHBA statistics. 

This year McClay’s stable includes 2012 
PA-Bred champion 2-year-old Uptown Boy. 

A son of Johannesburg out of Two Classy, by 
Two Punch, the gelding is trained by Ramon 
Preciado and has won over $214,000 and 
was graded stakes-placed in the Jersey Shore 
Stakes-G3 as a 3-year-old. In his second start 
of this year, he was third in an allowance at 
Parx in April. 

Trainer Mark Salvaggio conditions This 
Guns for Hire, a 3-year-old son of Posse. 
“Although Mark didn’t give this horse a ringing 
endorsement he ran very well in his first race 
in April,” said McClay. “He got into traffic trou¬ 
ble and finished second just getting beat.” 


Kid Kelly, a 2012 son of Bellamy 
Road— Kelly Mac, by Gulch, trained by Bernie 
Houghton made his first start this year in April 
at Penn National in a maiden special weight. 

Planning the breedings to successful 
stallions is one of McClay’s favorite aspects of 
raising his homebreds. “I have strong opinions 
about which stallions we should breed my 
mares to,” said McClay. “I’ve been involved in 
that part for 10 years and believe that nicking 
is very important.” 

This year he is expecting foals by stallions 
including Quality Road, Mannings, Super Saver 
and Jump Start, and will breed back to Bellamy 
Road, Broken Vow, Mineshaft and Shackleford. 
His mares are foaled at WynOaks Farm in 
Delta, Pa. He was expecting his crop of 2-year- 
olds to begin arriving from Florida at Penn 
National in April and May. 

Although McClay retired in 2008 after 
selling NRG and his other electronics compa¬ 
nies he admits his life is very busy. “My wife 
laughed when I said I’d retire,” he said. “She 
didn’t believe me. Everyday seems to be full,” 
he said. “It sounds strange but there is never a 
day that I have nothing to do although there is 
a lot less stress then when I was a CEO. I was 
the average CEO-you work for years in your 
business to make money then after all of that 
the IRS says you have a lot of wealth but 
damned if you can find it.” 

He spends time daily trading oniine and 
visits the racetrack at least once a week. “I am 
very big on investing and keep track of the 
market,” he said. “I try to spend time at the 
Hershey School too mentoring students and stiii 
give counsel to two of my former businesses.” 

With habits instilled in him as a youngster 
McClay still finds time to stay home Sundays 
where he and his wife enjoy a traditional family 
dinner with his two sons and three grandchil¬ 
dren. #

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A Friend in Need

W hat is it that attracts us 
humans so passionateiy 
to the Thoroughbred 
racehorse? is it their generous 
performances on the track? Their 
supreme capacity for self-sacrifice? 
Can it be described by a word: 
HEART? 

Those of us that have looked into 
the eyes of a horse clear to their soul 
know it is all of these traits and much 
more. 

Winston Churchill said/7here is 
nothing better for the inside of a 
man than the outside of a horse." 

At the time this article is written, I 
am diligently recruiting prayers and 
hoping for the survival of our Queen 
of West Virginia racing, Down Town 
Allen. 

On Saturday, April 18, at 
approximately 2:30 p.m., the 
millionaire daughter of Windsor 
Castle out of the Roy mare Like 
Down Town appeared to take a 
misstep as the field she dominated 
on form made their way onto the 
Charles Town backstretch. 


Making her first start since last 
November, the John Casey owned, 
trained and bred 8-year-old legend 
was immediately pulled up by pinch- 
hit rider Erik Ramirez. 

Watching the race at home on 
television, it was gut-wrenching; 
reminiscent of the day Ruffian met 
Foolish Pleasure (July 6,1975) in the 
"great match race" of male vs. 
female competitors. 

Down Town Allen is a beloved 
figure at Charles Town where she 
resides in barn 11, stall 56. 

Coming into the $50,000 Original 
Gold Stakes, the fan favorite at odds 
of 2-5 appeared to hold all the 
cards. Winner of eight in a row and 
14 out of her last 15 races, Down 
Town Allen-rather than winning her 
third consecutive Original Gold-was 
now caught up in the battle of her 
life. 

The fiercely consistent local First 
Lady of racing was vanned back to 
familiar surroundings, but not with her 
customary results. 


My career and that of Down Town 
Allen has been tightly interwoven 
since she was a gawky juvenile. I was 
working as a part-time announcer 
and simulcast handicapper when 
both occupations came to an 
abrupt end. Friends suggested that 
I pursue a natural course of action 
and test the waters as a jockey 
agent. Low and behold, I rolled 
the dice and journeyman Matt 
McGowan's number materialized. 

Matt was well known for being 
fearless and possessing an intense 
work ethic, but missed that one huge 
factor that a jockey needs for quality 
recognition... a good horse! 

According to Matt, it was pure 
coincidence that he and his 'Queen' 
became coupled."! had harassed 
Jeff for a while in hopes that he 
would, as they say, take my book. 

A steady fixture from the time the 
track opens till the time it closes I was 
easily identifiable to all the trainers, 
but not their first, second or third 
choice of options.

"Barn 11 was a normal base of 
dealings for me as trainer Danny 
Dillow used my services frequently. 
Every day I would speak to John 
Casey and his partner Kristy Petty 
as they too were faithful early risers 
and located just down the shedrow; 
however to ride for the fabled Casey 
name was just pure fantasy." 

Well dreams do occasionally 
come true, when out of the blue 
John solicited Matt's services to 
gallop an angular bay youngster 
who had a propensity for acting 
quite liveiy in her morning trials. 

When it came for Down Town 
Allen to make her first start John 
and Kristy named Matt as her rider. 
The filly finished a strong second, 
narrowly missing in a photo, i recaii 
Matt nervousiy asking me the 
following day, "How did I do, how did 
I look, do you think Mr. Casey wiii ride 
me back?" 

Matt got his answer three weeks 
later when Down Town Allen handily 
defeated a field of West Virginia- 
bred maiden special weight runners 
on her way to a brilliant 2-year-old 
campaign. 

The duo of McGowan and 
Allen was successful and steady, 
interrupted only recently by a 
devastating injury to Matt. As my 
friend and employer lay in a hospital 
bed, it was the thought of getting a 


ieg-up on his ail-time favorite horse 
that inspired him to speak of a 
comeback bid and endure grueling 
hours of rehabilitation. 

It must have been surreal for Matt 
to watch from the sidelines on that 
Saturday matinee as his friend and 
feilow jockey Erik Ramirez warmed- 
up his "big hoss" in anticipation of 
another dominating effort. Instead it 
was a tear gentiy cascading down 
his chiseled cheek while a text 
message from me inquired Into a 
dear friend's status. 

I couldn't summon the Intestinal 
fortitude to visit Down Town Allen 
until that Monday when It was quiet 
and only her groom, Mike Mumaw, 
was present. It was a somber 
moment, as I emotionally crept 
towards her stall.There she was! The 
reason you get up everyday! 

Standing like a soidier on the 
damaged limb, ears-up, her 
majestic posture motioning me to 
get a donut, peppermint or carrot. 
Mike lunged towards his goody 
bag. We didn't have to speak. We 
are veterans In this game, where 
the thrill of victory can be met 
instantaneously by the agony of 
defeat. 

Wednesday, April 22, the dally 
work routine was back In full force, 
except everywhere I went the 
conversations focused on the 


condition of Down Town Allen. I 
could see the stress on Kristy's face 
as she informed me that Ailen was 
being transported to Dr. Riddle's 
clinic. Her love of horses is intense. 
Many of us that have hoies in 
our pockets know all to well this 
sentiment. 

The social media sites have been 
bombarded with well-wishers. 

Down Town Allen is an icon. Last 
year John Casey and Kristy Petty 
mapped out a scheduie that led her 
to being undefeated and eventually 
named Charles Town's Horse of the 
Year. 

Her career covered six full 
seasons, 42 races, 25 wins, five 
seconds and four thirds for earnings 
of $1,029,387. 

On Thursday, April 23, John walked 
his pony up to me and sottiy said 20 
percent chance. 

My knees wobbled. 

Kristy and Matt continue to ask for 
prayers for the big girl as John and I 
try and pretend we are not hurting. 

It's what we as a community of 
horse lovers and admirers of this 
species from time to time undergo. 

i know the odds are not in our 
favor, but as racetrackers we remain 
optimistic until the final bugle call. 

God Save the Queen!

Suffolk, Kentucky Downs Join 
Summer Jump-Racing Showcase 



American Steeplechasing will tour race¬ 
tracks in the East and Midwest, including 
new stops at Suffolk Downs and Kentucky 
Downs, as part of the 2015 Summer Jump- 
Racing Showcase. 

In all, purses could exceed $ 1.5-million 
from the 17 Summer Showcase dates. 

Historic Saratoga Race Course will be the 
host to 12 steeplechase races, following the 
same schedule as 2014. Jump racing will 
be featured on Wednesdays and Thursdays 
throughout America’s premier summer race 
meet. 

The Saratoga schedule includes the 
$150,000 New York Turf Writers Cup (Gr. 1) 
on Aug. 27 and the A. R Smithwick Memorial 
(Gr. 1), whose purse has been increased 25% 
to $125,000. The Smithwick on Aug. 6 will be 
part of the second full week of Saratoga racing. 

The Summer Jump Racing Showcase 
comes to a rich conclusion at Belmont Park 
on Thursday, Sept. 24, when $225,000 will 
be at stake in the $75,000 William Entenmann 
Novice Stakes and the $150,000 Lonesome 
Glory (Gr. 1). 

The two Suffolk dates, July 11 and Aug. 8, 
are part of the effort to revitalize racing at the 
East Boston track, which closed last fall after 
the track was denied a gaming license. The 
dates are subject to approval by the Massachu¬ 
setts Gaming Commission. The two Suffolk 
dates tentatively will offer at least $160,000 
in steeplechase purses. 

Kentucky Downs, near the Tennessee 
border, originally was a steeplechase race 
course when it opened in April 1990 as Duel¬ 
ing Grounds Race Course. It now offers an 
all-turf September racing festival, and jump 
races would be staged on Saturday, Sept. 5. 

The Summer Jump-Racing Showcase kicks 
off on Friday, June 19, at Monmouth Park in 
New Jersey. After the visit to the Boston area 
on July 11, jump racing returns to its summer 


home at Saratoga Race Course, with a full 
schedule of stakes races, allowance hurdles, 
and optional allowance hurdles. 

The Saratoga schedule begins on July 
29, and the following program features the 
$75,000 Jonathan Kiser Novice Stakes. 
Novices—the sport’s rising stars division for 
horses in their first seasons of competition over 


fences—also will be in action on Aug. 20 in 
the Michael G. Walsh Novice Stakes. 

Fillies and mares will be featured in the 
$75,000 Mrs. Ogden Phipps on Aug. 12 and 
the $75,000 Mrs. Walter M. Jeffords on Sept. 
3 as the jump-racing sport wraps up its Sara¬ 
toga summer. 
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Top Irish jockey Danny Mullins makes an impression 
in whirlwind, two-week taste of American jump racing 


Danny, we hardly got to know you. 

It was that kind of whirlwind visit, for a 
mere two racing dates, and Danny Mullins was 
gone. A busman’s holiday, and hardly time to 
see all the sights. 

But Mullins, newly turned 23 and one of the 
brightest rising stars in Irish racing, certainly 
made a big impression on American Steeple¬ 
chasing over those two April weekends. 

By the time he headed back to Ireland, he 
had four wins from only seven starts over 
fences, plus a win in a training flat race. At 
the conclusion of his brief stay, he stood atop 
the jockey standings with four wins, tied by 
Paddy Young, the four-time champion jockey 
who made a late start in the 2015 season and 
quickly went to the head of the class. 

The money was good, too. By the time his 
plane cleared U.S. airspace, he had ridden the 
winners of $98,700. 

Placed on hot horses by trainer Jack Fisher, 
Mullins attacked the Atlanta Steeplechase in a 
style reminiscent of Gen. William Tecumseh 
Sherman a century earlier. 

His first mount, Michael Moran’s Dynafor- 
two, won by 4 1/4. In the second race, he rode 
Andre Brewster’s Hot Sand to a victory in a 
$30,000 Sport of Kings maiden hurdle. He 
then had second-place finishes in a $25,000 
Ratings Handicap and the $35,000 Georgia 
Cup before winning the training flat race 
aboard the appropriately named Happy Land¬ 
ing for owner Marlou C. Gregory and trainer 
Lilith Boucher. 

The following week, he won two more, a 
Ratings Handicap on Hiwasee Gem for Janet 
Elliot and the $75,000 Queen’s Cup MPC 
’Chase on Sheila Williams’ Selection Sunday. 

Back home, he had high praise for his 
American Steeplechasing experience when 
interviewed after winning the Boylesport 
Champion Chase (Ire-Gr. 1) aboard Felix 
Yonger for his uncle, top Irish trainer Willie 
Mullins.

Former steeplechase trainer and jockey H. 
Brooks Durkee died April 27 in Florida. 
He was 46. 

Durkee grew up in Maryland’s stee¬ 
plechase and foxhunting community to 
become a successful jockey and trainer of 
steeplechase horses. He won the Pennsyl¬ 
vania Hunt Cup timber stakes twice, in 
1993 with Free Throw and in 2004 with 
Dr. Ramsey. As a trainer, he conditioned 
graded stakes winners Aggro Crag and 
Walkin n’ Memphis. 

The graduate of McDonogh School 
and Washington College is survived by a 
son Wesley Durkee, his parents Kathleen 
and Frank Durkee, sister Heather Benassi 
and brother Kyle Durkee.

SYLVIA HEFT 

Owner Sylvia Heft, who campaigned 
Thoroughbreds with her husband Arnold, 
died April 23. The Bethesda, Md., resident 
was 93. 

The Hefts, married for 73 years, cam¬ 
paigned their first runner in the mid 1980s. 
Over the years, their modest-sHed stable 
was split, the horses running in either 
Sylvia or Arnold’s name. It was in her 



pink, purple and white colors that three¬ 
time Maryland Million Classic winner and 
millionaire Eighttofasttocatch, and mul¬ 
tiple stakes winner Pulvermng, ran. Other 
stakes winners for the couple included 
Baldski’s Choice, He Is Risen and Red’s 
Round Table. Arnold Heft died in 2014. 



JANET HITCHEN 

Photographer Janet Hitchen, a fixture in 
equine sport coverage for years, died at 
her home near Millwood, Va., March 24. 
She was 71. 

Hitchen was published regularly in 
a variety of sporting periodicals includ¬ 


ing The Chronicle of the Horse, Covertside, 
Foxhunting Fife, Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred 
and Steeplechase Times. Hitchen grew up in 
Washington, DC., and later moved with 
her family to Potomac, Md., and later stiU 
Virginia. She attended the University of 
Maryland and studied photography at the 
Corcoran College of Arts and Design in 
Washington. 

PAULA HARRINGTON PENTZ 

Paula Harrington Pent 2 , 47, of Coalville, 
Utah, died from injuries suffered in an aU- 
terrain vehicle accident April 12. 

Born in Connecticut, Harrington 
worked at Mid-Atlantic region tracks pony¬ 
ing horses for nearly 20 years before retir¬ 
ing in 2003. A certified veterinary techni¬ 
cian with a specialty in surgical anesthesia, 
she moved to Utah in 2011. She was an 
animal control officer in Morgan County, 
Utah, and was well known for helping 
animals in need find homes. She married 
Dustin Pent 2 in August 2014. 

JOHN PORTER 

Porter Racing Stable owner John Porter, 
whose horses routinely found the winner’s 
circle at Delaware Park, died April 16 in 
BrooksviUe, Fla. He was 78. 

Porter retired from Hernando County 
(Florida) schools system and won his first 
race as an owner-on his first try-in 1989 
at Tampa Bay Downs. Under the train¬ 
ing of his daughter and son-in-law Tracy 
and Randy Nunley, Porter Racing Stable 
won more than 200 races and was the 
breeder of multiple graded stakes winner 
Umpateedle and the owner/breeder of 
multiple stakes winner All Night Labor. 

Porter was the leading owner by wins 
at Delaware Park in 2009, as well as the 
leading certifier in the Delaware Certified 
Thoroughbred Program from 2010 to 
2012 and in 2014. 

In addition to the Nunleys, survivors 
include his wife Carole, son and daughter- 
in-law Drew and Tina Porter, and three 
grandchildren.

75years ago 

B The Golden Jubilee Preakness was 
won by Colonel Edward R. Bradley's 
homebred Bimelech, with Kenmcky 
Derby winner GaUahadion a weU beaten 
third. The Preakness ‘‘vindicated the 
opinion of those horsemen who had 
maintained that Bimelech was a very good 
horse, despite his Derby beating. . 

Bimelech finished second in the Kentucly 
Derby four days after winning the Derby Trial 
over a track described as ''dead cuppy.” One 
week after the Preakness, Bimelech was upset 
when second in the Withers, but rebounded to 
capture the Belmont Stakes. From April 25 
through June 8, he made six starts, all stakes, 
won four and was second twice. The nations 
champion male at 2 and 3, the son of Black 
Toney out of the great producer ^Fa Troienne 
was inducted into the National Racing Hall of 
Fame in 1990.

James E. “Sunny Jim" Fitzsimmons, 

“as usual. . . performed an arduous and 
excellent job of judging," the 43 shown. 
The famed Belair Stud trainer selected 
Alfred G. Vanderbilt's Sagamore Farm 
youngsters first and second in the colts 
and fillies classes, with championship 
honors going to a son of *Kantar out of 
The Spare.

Said Von Csadek's trainer 
Doug WorraU, father of 
jockey Patrick Worrall, “God's 
hand just came down and 
snatched Patrick right out of 
the saddle. I guess we weren't 
meant to win it." 

Said winning trainer/rider 
BiUy Meister: “. . . with Von 
Csadek out there, I was just 
riding to be second. Luck 
made it aU happen for me." 

B Maryland owner Lois 
Salmon Duffey, who two 
years earlier declined to be 
interviewed for the magazine, 

“I was leading a perfectly normal, happy 
life but nothing of great interest to the 
pubhc," won the Enghsh Grand National. 
Duffey's colorbearer Mr. Frisk won easily 
and destroyed the course record set by 
Red Rum by more than 14 seconds. 

Mr. Frisk and Maryland-bred Uncle 
Merhn, the previous year's Maryland Hunt 
Cup winner, blazed through the early 
stages of the race side-by-side. The first 
steeplechase horse owned by Roy and 
Pat Chapman, Uncle Merhn was a major 
threat to win until landing awkwardly and 


losing his rider on the landing side of 
Becher's Brook the second time around. 

B By far the most exciting Mid-Atiantic 
bred in competition during the season 
was Jane duPont Lunger's Go for Wand. 
The winner of five of her six starts 
and the nation's champion filly at 2, the 
daughter of former Windfields Farm 
stalhon Deputy Minister gave a brilhant 
performance in winning Keeneland's 
Grade 1 Ashland Stakes by 5 lengths. 
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50years ago

B Raymond Guest’s Tom Rolfe survived 
a stretch duel with Dapper Dan, then a 
claim of foul, to win the Preakness Stakes. 
Ron Turcotte guided the son of *Ribot to 
the lead in upper stretch, but left enough 
room for Dapper Dan to rally along the 
inside. Turcotte “steered Tom Rolfe over 
sharply for a couple of strides,” according 
to the Daily Racing Form chart foomote, 
before straightening and winning by a 
neck. Ismael Valenzuela on Dapper Dan 
lodged an objection of intimidation, 
which was disallowed. 

Pimhco owner Ben Cohen and his wife 
Zelda finished third with their homebred 
runner Hail to AH. 

Three weeks later Hail to All mrned 
the tables, getting up in the final strides 


to defeat Tom Rolfe by a neck in the 
Belmont Stakes. Ben Cohen explained 
why his classic winner was a Florida-bred: 

“He’d have been a Maryland-bred 
except that I wanted to breed the mare 
to Like Magic. So I sent her to Florida 
instead of to Maryland.” 

B Maryland trainer/breeder Donelson 
Christmas recorded a win for the 
hometown crowd when he sent homebred 
Sue Baru out to win the Black-Eyed Susan 
Stakes at 22-1 over a muddy track. 

B SpecificaUy citing the Maryland Fund 
program as a threat to the welfare of the 
New Jersey breeding industry, the state 
legislature passed a $120,000 
appropriation for horse breeders. The biU

would become law when signed by Gov. 
Richard J. Hughes. 

New Jersey Department of Agriculture 
secretary Philip Alampi stated that “the 
purpose of the program is to protect 
the state’s racing revenue by assuring a 
long-range supply of suitable racehorses 
to meet the future needs of New Jersey’s 
tracks.” 

B Among the dozens of Maryland-bred 
babies Hsted in that month’s foal report 
was Peter Fuller’s black colt by Native 
Dancer out of Noors Image, by *Noor, 
foaled April 10. The mare was bred back 
to Native Dancer. 

Noors Image's foal of 1965 was the talented 
yet star-crossed Danceds Image, the only horse to 
he disqualified from a Kentucly Derby win for a 
positive drug test). He was also disqualifiedfrom 
a placing in the Preakness Stakes for intefer- 
ence). 

B Native Dancer’s son Dan Cupid sired 
the winner of the Epsom Derby in his 
first crop when his French-bred son Sea 
Bird won the rich classic over 21 rivals. 


10years ago 

B The 7-year-old gelding Procreate set 
a world record for 5 furlongs on the turf 
in his stakes debut, the Yankee Affair 
Handicap at Gulfstream Park. His final 
time of :53.79 took more than three-fifths 
of a second off the previous world mark 
and bettered the course record by more 
than a second. 


The son of Mt. Livermore out of 
graded stakes winner Broad Smile (by 
Broad Brush) was bred in Maryland by 
Robert Meyerhoff, but during his five- 
year career dropped through the claiming 
ranks, running for as httie as $2,500. He 
was claimed by Tom McClay and Harry 
Nye for $7,500 at Charles Town in April 
2003. 

B The winners of the first two 2-year-old 
races of the year at Pimhco and Aqueduct 


were from the barn of Laurel trainer Tim 
Salzman. “Four for four, you never expect 
that,” Salzman said. The trainer was 
fielding offers for his winners. “It’s a fun 
game right now,” he added. “Baby season, 
that’s what I’ve been geared up for my 
whole hfe.” 

A Sal'^an-trained runner— either by Tim, 
his fatherfohn Sr. or brotherfohn Jr. - won 
Maryland'sfirst 2-year-old race in 11 of 13 
years through 2012. 
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History Lessons

A re cent addition to the trophy case at 
the NSLM is the Maryland Hunt 
Cup trophy won by T. Buchanan 
Blakiston in 1912, on the horse Conbe, 
The Maryland Hunt Cup, one of the most 
challenging steeplechase races in the world, 
was first run in 1894. The four-mile race 
with 22 fences has been run at its present 
home in the Worthington VaUey since 
1922. Today's fences look very similar to 
those of yesteryear—solid wood, post and 
rail. The early courses also included deep 
ditches, creeks and railroad tracks.
